ly offẽded with Chriſtopher Lagos the Jailer, ſaping that 
fez. money her had loſed him: wherefore be procured by 
all meanes to pluck him out of the Sanctuary. But Cor- 
tez hautng intelligence of his dealing, did reſiſt and 
withſtand his force.

And that his rule and 
gouernement in iuſtice pꝛoterded from God, being 
tuff, holie, peateable and ſwerte, and alſo the Monar- 
chie of the vniuerſall did appertaine vnto him. And foz 
thee caufes he required them to perld themle lues as his 
ſubiectes. And ik they would doe fo, there ſhouldenſue | 
vnto them great pꝛofite, lawes and pollirie. And as tous 
ching their religion, he declared their blindnolſe x great : 
abules which they bled in woꝛſhipping many Gods, and 4 
in making facrifice vnto them with mans bloud,pea and 
thinking that thole images and Idols, did oꝛ toulde doe 
god e cuill vnto them, being dumbe, without life 2 
loule, pea and the wozke of their owne handes. He terti⸗ 
fies them ol one gaod maker ol heauen and earth, and all | 
creatures whom the chꝛiſtians did twogthip and 1

that all creatures dught to doe the lame. In toncluſion 
with this doctrine they bꝛake done their Idols, and res 
ketued the croſle, Cortez hauing fürſt declared onto them 
the great miſeries that the fon of God ſutfred onthe crolle 


Foz mankinde. And in the greateſt temple of Potonchan, 


(et vp a Croſſe in remembꝛance of the death of Chil and 
telebꝛated the feat vpon their knees, and the multitude 
pf Iadians like wiſe, and departed to their meate, Cortez 
befired them within two daies ko come againe te 
thetr diuine ſernice. And that day was Palme Sunday, 
And ſo they did, and bꝛeught an infinite number of men, 
women and childzen of other villages with, them 8900 
Was Krange tovebolde. And there generally gaue their 
va llalchip to the king of Spaine into the handes of Her- 


nande Cortez, with pꝛoteſtatian of perpetuall friendſhip 


with te Spaniſh nation. Wo that theſe were the fire 


Wallale thatthe Emperbur had in the nein Sopaine. And 


this feaſt and teremonie ended, our men tooke ſhipping 


with the palme boughes in their handes. In this doing 


Cortez deſerued no leſſe pꝛaiſe then in his victoꝛie, for he 
vſed wiſe dome with manhoode in all his doinges: be left 


thole Indians with a new faith, and the towne free and 


without hurt, he take none foꝛ llaues, noz vet any ſpoile, 


noꝛ exchanged his merchandise foz anything, althougg 


pe aboade there twentie daies.

It can not be tolde, how much Cortez reiopted with 
this Emballage, and fo {ee ſuch a mighty Captaine come 
Dnts his campe to ſubmitte himſelfe: and alſo it was a 
matter of great waight to haue that Citie in ſubiegion, 
fo2 the enterpꝛite which he has in bande, whereby he kul⸗ 
lp made an account that the warres were at an ende, to 
the great contentation of him and his companp, and with 
great fame and reputation among the Indians, 
Cortes with a mery and louing countenaunce anſwe⸗ 
red, laying to their charge the hurte and damage whiche 
he had recriues in their countrey, becauſe they refuſed at 
the firſt to hearken bute him, and quietly toſuffer him 
to enter into their countrey, euen as he had required and 
deſtred by his meſſengers ol Zempoallan ſente onto them 
fro Zaclotan.

In this ckreets 
dwelled Nicotencatl, Captaine generall of the common 
Weale. There is another ſtrerte named by reaſon ol the 
bꝛackich water, Quiahuiztlan, but fince the Spantardes 
tame thither, all thoſe buildings are almoſt altered, al⸗ 
fet a better fathion, an built with ſtone. In the plaine

In Tlaxcallan they ſpake 
ther languages, that is to ſape, Nahualh, which is the 
tourtly ſpæch , and chiefett in all the land of Mexico: an d⸗ 
ther is called Otomir, which is moſt commõly vſed in the 
Millages: There is one onelp ſtrerte that (pate Pinomer, 
Which is the groſeſt ſperche. There was allo in that Ci⸗ 


tie a common Japle, where fellonsipe in pꝛons, and all 


things which they held fo2 ſinne, was there coꝛreced. 

It chanced at that time a Townelman to ſteale from 
a Spaniard a little golde, whereof Cortez complained to 
Maxixca, who incontinent made enquirie, that the offerte 
der was found in Chololla, Which is another Citie fiue 
leagues from thence, thep bꝛought the pꝛiſoner with the 
golde, and deliuered him to Cortez, to doe with him his 
pleaſure: Cortez woulde not ercept him, but gaue him 
thankes fo2 his diligence, then was he carried with a 
Cryer before him, manifelting his offence, and in the

Creatog of all things that the earth pꝛoduceth only fo2 the 
vle and profit of moꝛtall man. 


Some of them anſwered, that they would gladly do it, 


anelp to pleaſure him, but they keared that the Commons 
would arife and Tone them. Others ſaid, that it was an

their fozelathers and themſelues. 
Others laid, chak it might be in time they would ton⸗

and ok low degree, wishing him not to depart till theyꝛz 
Captaine came. In this fort Cortes returned their mel⸗ 
ſengers backe againe, with commaundement witten, 
declaring that if they came not within thee dapes, be:

When this commandement came vnto them, ihe nett 
dap kollowing came many Koꝛds and Captaines to make 
their excuſe, ſaping, that the Tlaxcaltecas were their ene⸗ 
mies, and that thꝛough them they could not liue in ſafety: 
likewile they knewe of the euill repost which they had

hall reteiue both pleaſure and honour, rather than others

Mhen Mutezuma was depara © 
ted from Cortez, he began to ſette his houſe in oꝛder, and 
places the oꝛdinaunce at his deze, hauing all bis things 
in gad fogt,be went to a fumptuous dinner that was pꝛe⸗ 
pared foꝛ him. As ſone as Mutezuma had made an end ß 
his dinner, hearing that the ſtraungers were riſen from 
the table, and repoſed a while, then came he to Cortez, 
falnting him, and latte downe by him. Pe gaue onto him 
diuers ie wels of gold plate, feathers, and many garmets. 
of Cotten, both riche, wel wouen, and wꝛought of ſtrange 
solours, a thing comely, that did manifeſt bis greatneſſe, 
and alſo confirme their imagination. This gifte was deli⸗ 
uered honozablie, and then began his talke as foloweth: 
Loꝛde and Gentlemen, J doe much reiopce to haue in m 
boule ſuch valient men as pe are, fo2 to vſe You with cur⸗ 
keſie, and intreate vou with honour, accoꝛding to pour des 
ſerte and myeſtate. And where he retoloꝛe à deſired that 
bau choulde nat tome hither „the onely caule was, my 
people had a greate feare tole pou, for pour ieſture and 
grimme beardes did terrific them,pea,they repoꝛted that 
de had ſuch bealts as ſwallowed men, and that your eons 
ming was GO heauen, bꝛinging with vou ligbtning, thun⸗ 
der, thüderbolts, wherwith von made the earthto treble 
and to ſhaze, and that ve ſie wm therwith whom pe pleaſen. 
But nam 5 tole ¢ knom that youare montal mẽ and that 
we are 
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quiet hurt no man: alſa J haue (ene pour holen,

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which are but your ſeruants, and pour Gunnes like tis 
to ſhwting Trunkes. J doe now holde ull foꝛ fables and 
Ayes Which haue bin re poꝛted ol vou, and J doe allo accept 
pou fog my meere kinſman. Mx father tolde mee that bee 
had heard his fozefathers fay, of whome A doe diſtende, 
that they helde opinion botwe they were not naturals of 
this land, but come hither bychaunce, in companie of a 
mightie Loꝛde, who after a while that he badde abode A ſtraunge 
pere, they returned to the ir natural ſoile: After manis en. 
peares exppꝛed, theꝝ came againe fo2 thofe wzom thex 
had left beere behinde them, but they would not goe with — 
them, betauſe they had here inhabited, and hadde wiues 
and chilezen, and great gouernment in the land- Rowe 
theſe mightie Lozdes fring that they were fo Kubbozne, 
and woulde not returne with them, departed ram them 
ſoꝛe diſpleaſed, faving, that be woulde fend his childzen 
that Mould both rule and gouerne them, in iuſtice, peace, 
and auntient Meligion. And foz this conſideration, ne 
haue al wayes ſuſpected and belcued, that ſuch à people 
ſhould come to rule and gouerne vs, and cofivering from 
{whence vou tome, J don thinke that you are they whome 
we loked fo, and the nofice which the great Emperour 
Charles had of vs, who bath note ſent vou hither, There⸗ 
fore Lorde and Captaine, ber well allured, that wee will 
bbep vou, it their bes no feynedo⸗ doteitkull matter in 
pour Dealings, and will alſo dinide wirh vou and pours 
all that we haue. And although this which 4 haue ſapde 
were nt onely foꝛ pour vertue, fame, and berdes of va⸗

The Indians are fo expert and perfed in 
this (cience , that they will woꝛke oꝛ make a Butterflie, 
anp wilde beaſt, tres, roles, tlowers, hearbes, rotes, oꝛ ar 
ny other thing, ſo liuely, that it is a thing maruellous to 


behold. It hapneth many times that one of theſe woꝛke⸗ 


men in a whole day will cate nothing, onely to place one 
feather in his dew perfection, turning and toſſing the fear 
ther to the light of the Sunne, into the ſhade 02 darke 
plate, to fe where is his moſt naturall perfection, and 
till bis woꝛke be finiched he will neither eate noꝛ dꝛinke. 
There are few nations of ſo much kleame oz ſuſferaunce. 


The Art 2 ſcience of Goldſmiths, among them is the 


moſt curious, and verie g woꝛkemanſhip engrauen 
with twles made ol flint, oꝛ in moulde. They will caſt a 
platter in moulde with eight coꝛne rs, and euerp coꝛner of 
feuerall mettall, that is to ſap, the one of golde, and the o⸗

Which they make of roſes, floures, fruits, barkes of tres, 
and other things verie excellent: they fell their Ponte. of 


lundꝛie kinds, oile of Chian, made of a ſœde like vnto mu⸗ 


ſtarde fede, and oynting anp painted cloath therewith, 


the water can not burt it, they alſo dꝛeſſe there with their 


meate, although they haue both butter and larde.

This God was made of all kinde of ſeedes that 
groweth in that Countrep, and being ground, hey made 

a certaine paſt, tempered with childzens blond, and Mir⸗ 
gins facrificed , iho were opened with their razures in 
the bꝛeaſte s, and their heartes taken out, to offer as firſt 
ktuites vnto the Idoll. The Pꝛieſts and Piniſters doe 
confecrate this Idoll with greate pomp and many Ceres 
monies, All the Comarcans and Citizens are pꝛeſent at 
che cauſecration, with great triumph and incredible de⸗

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Malinaltepec is 70.leagues frd Mexico, from whence 
alfo they bought moſters of gold, the which is had out of 
à great riuer, by the naturals of that Countre. 
Tenich ſtandeth vp toward the head ol the ſame riuer 
of Malinaleepec, ho are people of another language, and 
would not permit our men to haue relation of the thing 
that they ſought. The ozo of that place is called Coate- 

licamatl, who is not ſubiect to Mutezuma, noꝛ pet is his 
friend, thinking that his men had bene eſpies: but when 
be was enfoꝛmed who they were, he gaue the Spaniards 
licence to be reſolued of their affaires, but ſtraitip kom. 
maunded, that the Indians of Mexico ſhould not pꝛeſume 
to come into his dominion, Muhen the Mexicans heard 
the le nelbes, the required the Spaniards not to credite 

that Cazike,faying, that be was an euil and a cruell man, 
and would furety kill them. Our men were ſome what 
amazed, fearing to talke Coatelicamatl, although they 
had his licence, fing the people of the Countrep armed 
with Kaunces of flue aud twentie fete long: but pet at 

length leauing cowardite aſide, they pꝛoce᷑ ded ſoꝛwards. 
Coatelicamatl receiued them curteoullp,ant ſhe wed them 
fire 02 ſeuen riuers with golde, out of the which graines 
of golde were taken in his pꝛeſente, who gaue the fame 

moſter vnto them, and fent allo his Emballadoꝛs to Cor- 

— tez. offering his land and perſon vnto him, with certaine 

manteis and Jewels of golde. 

Cortez moze retopeed of the Emballage, then ol the 

gold and pꝛeſents, knowing thereby that Mutezuma his 
enemies deſired his friendſhip: but Mute zuma and bis

The Polke that went on this iourney, in fteene of 
thankes, was fo2e wounded by the Indian Rebelles, but 
although be was fo hurte, vet he returned to Cortes, with 
newes that Mexico was reuolted, and that thep had burs 
ned the foure Fopſtes, alſo aſſteged the Spaniſhe houte, 
and thꝛowone downe a wall, and myned another, vea and 
{et fire vppon the munition, taken away their vittailes, 
und had bonghte them to ſuche extremitie, to be either 
llaine, oꝛ remaine pꝛiſoners, ſauing that Mute zuma come 
maunded to cealle the combatte, pea and fo2 all that they 
Woulde not leaue their armoure, no2 depart krom the 
liege, only they ſome what amapned their furie fo2 their 
peintes ſake. 
Thele newes were ſoꝛrotwfull fo Coveds; fo? thereby 
| bis pleaſure was turned into one » the rather to 9 
ba 
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batt to ſuccoure his friendes and fellewes, for ik he hade 
delayed bis comming but a mall wyite, he had founde 
them eyther flaine, oꝛ elle their bodies readp to facris 
kice: but his greateſt tomfoꝛte was, that Mutezuma res 
mained Hill pꝛiſoner. He muſteres his men in Tlascal - 
lan, and faunde ofhis Spaniſhe nation a thouland fetes 
men, and nerre a hundꝛed Hoꝛſemen. He pꝛocerded foꝛ⸗ 
wardes towarde Lezcuco, where he founde none of te 
Gentlemen of his acquintance, noꝛ pet he there was re⸗ 

deiued, as in time paſt he had bin, but rather he found a 
greate alteration, in the Countrep, and al ſo map townes 
without people, oꝛ elfe rebelled. Tezcuco met with him

ſaying mozeouer , that with his comming their furpe 
waulde be pacified, g. 
Mith this meflenger came another from Mutezuma, 
who declared onto Cortes, that his Loꝛde was innscenk 
of all that was done, pꝛaping him, that ik he had contei⸗ 
ued ang euill opinion againſte him, to putte alway the 

ſame againe, and that it mighte pleaſe him to goe di⸗ 

realyp to his own houſe, Where he abode his comming, 
With the Spaniſhe guarde that he hadde ielte with him, 
who were aliue and in god healthe as be hadde lekte 
Tith this mefage, (ortes and his companpe repoſed | 
all that nighte, and the nexte day, being Pidſommer q 
dave, beentred into Mexico at dinner time, with his 
hundꝛed Hoꝛzſemen, and the thoulande fotemen, with a 
greate companye of theyz friendes of T laxcallan, Huexe- N 
cinco and Chololla, bit he ſaw but few foltze in the ſtreets, 
and (mal entertainment, with many bꝛidges baoken, and 
other euilltonm eng. 
De came to his lodging, and all thoſe of his aes 
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nie whiche coulde not well be lodged there, he ſent them 
to the great Temple. Mutezuma came foꝛth into the vard 
to reteiue him, fall heauie and ſoꝛrowfull, as itlemen, 
_ ofthat offence which his (ublectes had done, ercuſing him⸗ 
elfe: and then euerpe one entred into bis lodging and

Gey! the charge being laide againſt them, ſome 
aid, that it was though the letters & pers 
ſſpwaſion of Naruses: Others aunſwered, 
their deũre and meaning was, to expell the ſtraungers, 


atcozding toagremente made, for in theyz (kirmiches 
they crped nothing but gette you hence, get vou hence: 
Other lapde, that they pretended the libertie of Mutezu · 
ma, for in their Combates they woulde faye, lette gor 
pure God and Ring, ik vou lik not to be Maine. Ds 
thers{aine, that they were Therues, and hadde robbed 
thepꝛ golde and plate from them, which was in vale we 
moꝛe tden keauen hundzed thoulande duckettes: Others 
ekrped, here ſhall pou leaue the golde that vou haue 
taken from vs. Others ſaide, that they coulde nota⸗ 
ppde the ſighte of tye TLlaxcaltecas, and other thevz 
moꝛtall enemies. Manpe belcued that the mutinge 
Was fo2 thzowing downe they: Goddes and Idolles:

each of theſe cauſes were fufficient to rebell, howe much

But the chiefeſt and molk pꝛincipall cauſe was >. that. 
after the departure of Cortes towarde Naruaes, happened 
a ſolemne holidap, which the Mexicans were wont to ce⸗ 
lebzate, and defiring to obſerue the fame, as they were 
wont to do, they came and beſought Captaine Aluarado 
to graunt them licence, and not to imagine that they were 
iopned togither te kill the Spaniardes. A luarado gaue 
them licence, with (uch conditions, that in their facrifice 
Houlde no mans bloud bee ſpilte, no: vet ta weare anp 
Weapon. en . 9 
Ac this kealt, fire hundꝛeth Gentlemen and pꝛincipall 
perlons iopned fogither in the great Temple: ſome do 
fay, that they were moze then a thouſande perfons of 
Areate eſtate, but that nighte they made a maruellgus 
great nopſe, with coꝛnets,ſhels, clouen bones, where with 
they made a ſtraunge mulicke: they cele bꝛatet the feat, 
their naked bodies coucred with tele, made and wꝛought 
with precious ſtones, collers, girdles, bꝛatelettes, and 
many other Jewels of golde, ſiluer, and aliofar, with gal⸗ 
; lank tuffes of feathers on their heades. They daunced a 
1 daunce called Mas eualiztli, which is to ſap, de erte with 
paine, and ſo they call Mazaualia huſbandman.

by the conſent of his cõpanie J am not certaine, although 


ſome ſapo that he was aduiſed how the mutinie was ther 
> confpired,as after did follow: others holde opinion, that 
their onely going to the Temple was to beholde the mare: 
uailous and ſtraunge daunce. And then ſering them las 


richly altired, they coueted their Gold and Jewels which 
they ware, and beſieged the Temple with tenne Spani⸗ 


aͤrdes at each doꝛe, and the Captaine entred in with fiftie 
men, and without any Chꝛiſtian refped lle we and murde⸗ 


red them all, and toke from them all their treaſure. Al⸗ 
though this fact ſeemed odious vnto Cortes, pet he diſlimu⸗ 
led the matter, foꝛ feare leaſt he ſhonlo hurt his otune pes 
cerdings, as lime did thé require, not knowing What neede 


be might haue ol them, but eſpecialiy to auaide contention

He caufe of this rebellion, being well 
knowen, Cortes demaunded how their e⸗ 
nimies fought, mary (quoth they) after 
they had taken weapon againſt vs fo:

pea, and if at the greateſt bꝛunt Mutezuma perſonally had 


not alcendcd to the toppe of the wall, commaunding them 
if euer they meant to fe him aliue, to tap and teaſe from 
their enterpꝛile. 


At the light ol Mutezuma they were all amazed, and 


incontinent ceafed the combat and alſault. The y (aid als 
ſe that with the ne wes ol the vickoꝛie had agaynſt Pamfi⸗ 


lo de Naruacs, Mutezuma required his men to leaue off 


from their pꝛetence: nolwithſtanding the Indians calling 


to remembꝛance, that Cortes was comming witha grea ⸗ 
fer companp, at whoſe returne they Mould haue the moze 
ſo doe, began a fret to alſault the boule, wherebpon 


ſome doe thinke, that it was agapnſt the will of Mu- 
tezuma. But it followed, that one dap the Spaniards 


fanding in great perill, charged their greateſt pete ok 
oꝛdinante, & giuing fire, the perce dilcharged not: the In⸗ 


dians ſeeing the lame, be ganne a fret with a maruellous 


terrible noiſe, b&ng ſtaues, bowes, launces, and tones, 
that came as thicke as haile, faying , nowe will we re⸗ 

der me dur king, ſette our houſes af libertie, and re uenge 

dur iniuries. But in the middeſt of their furie the pace — 


Went off, without anp moze priming oz touch, with a 
great and fearcfull thundering, the pate being great 
and full of haple ſhotte, with the maine pellotte, made a 
ſtraunge ſpoyle among them, and with feare the! 
But pet they began to ſap, woll, well, ſhoztly

Cortes paſſed not fo2 that 


talke, ſaping that they were infidels, diuelliſh and wicked 
people, with whome ſuche compiementes thoula not be 


ef Mexico, who Tobe there pꝛeſent, that ont of hand he 


Could commaund the market to be kurniſhed as in times 


pat. This Indian vnderſtandiag 5 Cortes had ſpoken euil 


of them, made as though be went to fulfil bis tommaunde⸗ 


ment: but hee went to pꝛoclaime libertie, publithing the 


heinous r iniurious woꝛds which he had heard, ſo that in 
ſhoꝛt pace the matter began to ware hotte, fo2 (ome went 
and bꝛake downe the bridges, others went to call all the 


Citizens, who iopned themſelues togither, and beſieged 


the Spantards boule, with ſuch ſtraunge noyſe that one 


could not heare another: the ſtones fle w like haile, dartes 


and arrowes filled the Spaniards varde, which troubled 
them much. Cortes ſceing this bꝛople, he with certaine 
of his men went out at one daze, and an other Captain at 


another, with eache of them two hundꝛeth men. Thex 


lought with the Indians, who ſie w foure Spaniards, and 
pounded many moe, and of them were Maine very ewe, 
with their ſuccoure and deſence at hande. It our men 
fought with them in the ſtreetes, then would they foppe 


. their pallage at the bꝛidges: if they alſaulted their houſes, 
then they were beaten with ones from the toppe of their 


houles which were flat ruffed, and at their retire they per⸗ 

ſecuted them terribly. e 
They (et fire vppon the Spaniards houſe in ſundzie

This combat endured all that dap vntill night, ves and in 
the night alſo they had their hands full; gur men had litle 
leiſure to llerpe, but rather ſpent the night in mending the 
walles & doꝛes, and curing the wounded men who were 
moze then foure ſcoꝛe, and like wiſe to fet their men in oꝛ⸗ 
der and readineſſe fo2 the fight of the next day following, . 
It was no fener day, but the Indians began their al⸗ 
fault a kreſh, with moze courage and turie then the day be⸗ 
foꝛe, ſo that our men were faine to truſt to their artillery, 
the which the Indians feared not a whit: fo2 if a ſhot care 


cloſe agatne as though one man had not bene miffing.Cor- 
bꝛidges, burned fome houſes, and lle w marip that defended © 
them. But the Indians were fo manp in number, that no 
hurt appeared, vea and our men were ſo fewe in compari⸗ 


they much ado to defend themſelues, how much moe ko 
offend. Phat day neuer a Spaniard was Maine outright,’ 


they had inough to do ko cure them fo2 that night, and to 
pꝛocure reme die and defence againſt the hurts which they 


receiued from the boule toppes.

men came not out to fighte, being occupied in the

would not deliuer Mutezuma,that they would giue them 
the moſt cruelleſt death that euer man luffe red, and came: 


with great foꝛce to haue entred the houſe. 


Cortes deſired Mutezuma fo goc vp into the Zotle, 
which is the toppe of the flatte roufe of the honie, and to 


tommaund bis ſubieds to ceaſe from their heate and furn. 


At Cortes his requeſt hee went vp, and leaned ouer the 


wall to talke with them, who beginning to ſpeake vnto 
them, they thꝛe w fo many ſtones out of the ſkrcete, beules 


and windowes, that one happened to hit Mute zuma on the 
temples of his head, with which blow he fell downe to the 
ground: this was his ende, euen at the hands ol his one 
fubiects and vallals againſt their willes: fo2 the truth is, 
that a Spantard helde a Target ouer his head, whereby: 


they knew him not, noꝛ pet would beickue that hee was 


there, loꝛ all the ſignes and tokens which were made vn⸗ 


to them. Cortes foꝛthwith publiſhe d the hurt and daunger | 
gc lite of Muteuma: ſome gaue credite to his tale, and o⸗ 


therſome would not, vut rather fought very ſtoutly. Thiere 
daxes Mutezuma remained in eulen baine, and at the 


: ende departed his life. 


And becanfe it ſhould appeare that his death! was of 
the ſtripe that they had giuen, and not by any hurt recei⸗ 
ue d at their hands, he cauled two Gentlemen of Mexico, 
N prifoners, to 1955 him out vpon N backes, 


Who 
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who cettitted the Citizens of the certeintie of his death; 
that at that pꝛeſente time were giving battery to the

houſe. Wut pet fo2 all this they woulde not leaue off the 


toinbat, noꝛ pet the warres, as ſome of our men thought 
they woulde, but rather pꝛocer ded on their purpoſe, with 


greater courage and deſire ol reuenge. And when they re⸗ 


tyꝛed, they made a pitifull lamentation, with pꝛeparation 


to burn their king in c hapultepec. On this ſoꝛt died Mus’ 


tezuma, wos was holden foza God among the Indians. 


Some lap chat her oefired to be Baptiſed at the Shꝛoue⸗ 1 0 
tide before his death, and they prolonged the matter sthins 
king at Caſter following to haue Chꝛiſtened him with 


phondur and triumph. Wut as it happened, it had bene bet⸗ 


ter to haue done it at that time accoꝛding to his requeſt. 


But with the comming of Pamfilo de Naruaes the thing 5 


woas alſo delaped, and after he be Was wounded it was 


like wile forgotten, with the troubles that they were in. 


It was tredible enkoemed, that Mutezuma was neuer 


conſenting to the deaih of anx Spaniarde, noꝛ pet in con⸗ 


ſpiracie againſt Cortes, but rather laued him entierlp⸗pet 
ſome are ok another opinion 5 and bath give god reaſons 
to appꝛotie their arguments, but the truth tonld not well 
be knowen, fo, at that time our men vnde rſtode nott e

The Indians affirme that he ‘one ofthe oreatett bloud . | 


; of ail his linage, and the greateſt king in eſtate, that e⸗ 
uer was in Mexico. It is alſa to be noted, that when the 
kingdoms do mat floꝛilh, then are they nieſt to a change, 
oꝛ elie to chu ige their Koꝛd, as. both appeare in this hi⸗ 


ſtoꝛy of Mutezuma. Our men loſt moze by p death of Mu- 


tezuma then the natural Indians, ix we cöſider the murder 
and deftrustion that incontinent did fol low. Muteruma 
was a eee in his diet, and not lo viſtious 
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as g other Indians, although be had many wiues. We was 
alſo liberall and fror harted: hee was eſtermed loꝛ a verie 
wile man, in my iudgement be was either wile in letting 
things palſe after that ſoꝛt, oꝛ elle a very fole, that did not 


vnder ſtand their doings: he was as deuout as warlike, 


fo2 he had bene pꝛelent in many battailes: and alſo other

fent onto his Menewes, and to the o⸗ 
Other Poble men who mainteined the 
„ warres, deſiring them to come z ſpeak 
with bim, and they came, vnto whome 
A Cortez ſpake from p wall where Mu- 
tezuma was flaine taping that it were 
mete that they ſhould ceaſe from war,

That lost. twberefore he toke the hundzed Spantarbes, 
and went to aſſtege the high tower. Ther 03 foure dapes 
he ceaſed not that enterpꝛile, but coulde not come to the 
foppe, being lo higha thing, and manie perſons in de⸗ 
fence of the ſame, Well pꝛouided, with fit munition foz 
foe purpote, fo that our men tame daplg tumbling dolone 
the Hayes, flying to their boule with bꝛoken pates, fo 
det our Spantartes difmaicn moze and moze , and mas 
ppmarninted at the matter: vou map well iudge hole 
Cortes his beart was afflighted,fo2 the Indians encreafen 
Eee Hill in courage, hauing the better hand, and daplp bictozie 
Rom the high Tower. Wut nowe Cortes determined to 
Aallant leave his heuſe, and not to returne therevnto againe, 
W nil be bad wonne the Tower. ige bound his Carget 
ö bd bis arme which had bene hurt beloꝛe and beſtrged the 
Tower againe with many of his men, Tlaxcaltecas and 
other friends, and manp times although they were bea⸗ 


ten downe, tole againe ſuccouring one another, till at 


Ichachther got ta the toppe, ana there fought with the 
Indians till ſome of them legt out af the Tower, and fos. 
banging boon the lifts of the wall, which were the in 

numberethe one higher then the athe fy anda fote bꝛoade. 
Dome fell vowwne to the ge GUND, who be Ades their 1 555 5 
e ere 
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diere recriued vpon the [woꝛdes point, ant in tbis ſoꝛ tete 

they let none aliuc. Cher houres they fought on the top 

ofthe Tower, bycauſe p multitude of Indians wer great. 

In conclufion,the whole ſiue hundꝛed men ther dyed bere 
baliantlp, and ik their weapon and knowledge had ben e⸗ 

‘qual, the vichy ban ben doubifull, Ceres ſer ure on al 

the Chappels, and other thee Chappels, where iofinit J. 

pols were, pet thole filly Indians lofi no pointe of courage, 
with the loſte of their Temple and Dads, which touched. 
fttzhem at the hearte, but rather began with moze kurie to 

allault the Spaniſh houſ. ode 


PpPopwthe Mexicans refuſed the offer of 
| Peace made by Cortez, 


Ortes tonſidering the great multitude of Indians his 
enimies, and alſo the greate courage, with deſtre lk 
‘reuengement:and waping alfo how his men were 


weak and wearied with fight, vet(J map ſap)h with 8 
great defire to goe from thence, ik that the Citizens would 8 
haue fuffered them: he began againe ko require them 
Swit peace, and to defire them of truce, ſaying vnto them 
allo, that they ſhould conſiderhow, that many ok their ſide 
were llaine, and pet they coulde tilt none of them. They 
being moze hard harted then before , aunlwered that 
they vtterly refuled his ofter,faping that they woulde ne⸗ 
uV haue peace with thole ys had flaine their men 
and burned thelr Goddes : pea (quoth thep) and although 
ſome ol vs are killed, vet we allo doe both Kill and hurt, 
fo2 pee are moꝛtal men, and not immoꝛtall, as we are:be⸗ 
hold pe allo the number of ds, 0p6-Zories,in windows and 
ſtecætes:alture pour (clues there are the times as many 
within the houſes. So we hall foner make an end of von 
Killing one and one; then pou chall doe el vs bez 
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killing athoufand by thoulande, oꝛ ten thouland by ten 
thouſand: fe2 ending all theſe whome yer (ee, there will 
tome lo many moze, and after them ſo manie moꝛe: but 
il ye were once killed, there would come no moze Spas 

5 niards, pea, and when our weapons cannot thꝛoughly 
eat deſtrop pou, that then wee will ferue pou to death With 
va hunger and famine, yea, and though now you would de⸗ 
part, it is to late, becauſe the bꝛidges is thꝛowne dolwne, 
and the cawſeys broken, and ſuccour by water pou haue 
none . In thele communications the day was ſpent, 
and night at bande, their heads occupied and hearts full 
heauie, fo2 hunger alone had bene inough to finith their 
dapes, without any further warre. That night, the one 
balfe of the number of Spaniardes armed themfelues, 
ö and late in the euening came fozth into the Citie. The 
5 Indians now being not accuſtomed to fight at (uch bours, 
the Spaniardes burned aboue ther hundꝛed houſes in 
vne ſtréte, and in ſome of them found many Citizens, -f 
1 whome they left not one aliue. Whey burned and ſpoyled 
be the Zoties niere vnto their stone lodging, which hadde 
Areatlip annoped them beloꝛe. The relſidue of the Spas 
niardes which abode at kome, amended the engins, and 
repaired their houſes. As this iouraey happened well vn 
to them, early in the moꝛning they pꝛotleded ont againe, 
and wenk to the bꝛidge where there engins had berne bao⸗ 
ken, and although they found there great reſiſtaunce, pet 
the matter impoꝛtes their liues. They fought with noble 
courage, and got many Towers, houles and Zoties. Theg 
wan alſo foure of the eight bꝛidges which were in the Ci⸗ 2 
tie, leauing gard in thole places which were wanne, res «a 
turning to their campe with many wounds, being both 
wrarie, and full of care and ſoꝛrolw. enn 
The next day they came forth againe, and wanne „ 
other foure bzidges and dammed them bp with N 8 
e ee e uch 
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ſuch fort, that the Poꝛſemen that way followed the ene⸗ 
mies to the firme lande. Cortes being occupied in dam⸗ 


ming vp the ditehes, and making plaine wap ol the bꝛid⸗ 


ges, there came certaine mellengers vnto him, faping, 
that neare at hand, abode many noble men and Captaines 
fo treate of peace, requiring him to come vnto them, pꝛap⸗ 
ing him to bꝛing Tlamacazque his pꝛiſoner, who was one 
of the pꝛintipalleſt of the Diuels Cleargie there, to heare 
the treatie of the matter. 

Cortes went, and carried the Pꝛieſt with bim, whome 
he appointed to require them to ceafle from contention, 


and ko remoue their ſiege, but hee came not backe with 


anfinere. All this was a fayned fefche , to fe the fate 
‘of the Chziſtia an Campe, oꝛ elſe to recouer their religious 
Tlamacazque, Cortez (ing their deceit, went his way 


1̃0 dinner, and was no foner let at his meate, but cere 


taine Tlaxcaltecas came running in with an open trie, 
ſaping, that their enemies hadde recouered againe the 
bꝛidges, and wente armed vp and downe the fretes, 


and hadde alſo Haine the moſte of the Spanpardes that 
were lefte in guarde of the bꝛidges. Incontinent Cortes 


went out with the Hoꝛſemen, who were readieſt at that 
time, and made way thꝛough the troupe of enemies, fols 


lowing them euen vnto the firme lande, but at their re⸗ 


turn, the fotemen that were hurt and wearied in keeping 


of the ſtrtte, could not ſuſteine the loꝛce and lurie of the 


infinite number of Indians, which came bpon them, pea 
with much ade they could eſcape home to their fort. 

The multitude was not fo great of Indians in the ſtrœte, 
but allo by water in Canoas, fo that ſtones flow on both 
lides, and galled our men cruelly. Cortes was hurt in one 
of his knees very fore, whereupon it was blowne abꝛoade 


thꝛough the Citie, that Cortes Was llaine, which newes 


did oe diccdurage dur men, and much animate the 
Nn N Indians. 


. 
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Indians. But vet Cortes fo2 ail his paine and hurt, ces⸗ 
led not to embolden and encourage his (ouldiers, who fet 
à kreſh byon the enemies. At the farthel bꝛidge fell two 
Poꝛſes, which troubled much our men that followed. Cor. 

tes made ſuch way among the Indians, that the Boꝛſemen 
had reaſonable paſſage, and being the hindmoſt man him⸗ 
ſelle, he was in great perill of taking. It was à marnell 
do fee what a ſpꝛing he gaue with his ole , and thereby 
eſcaped, but in conclufion, with ſtones they were forced to 
returne to their hold, being very late. me 
_ Affone as he had ende o his upper, he fent fome of bis 
men to guard the ſtrete and bꝛidges, and to defende the 
fame againſt the enemie. They were ſome what iopfull of 
their proceedings and god ſucceſſe which they hadde the 
ſame dag. ß ms

e their. Captain pꝛonaunce that faping, 

= SH) (02 ſewe oz none of them eſcaped vn⸗ 

1 hurt e wounded, They feared death, 
but pet wanted not ſtomacke and heart to die. The Indi- 
ans were ſo manp, that if the Chꝛiſtians ſhould but only 
haue cut their thꝛoats without reſiſtante, pet they had bin 
to fe we foꝛ that purpoſe. 1 l l gyn gabe 
They were allo in ſuch necellitie of bꝛead, that pin⸗ 
ched them fore, Their pouder and ſhotle was ſpent, and 
almoſte all other pjonifion, Their boule was welnigh 
1 beaten 
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beaten potone about their cares, All thefe cautes were 
ſutficient to leane Mexico, and tofeke to ſaue their lines: 
pet on the other fide, they iudged it an euil caſe, to turne 
their backes fo their enemies, fo2 (quoth they) the very 
ſtones riſeth vp againſt him that klieth. They keared a⸗ 
gaine the pallage of the arches where the bꝛidges hadde 
bene, ſo that now they were full belet with ſozrowe, care, 
and milerie: but in fine, they all agreed to depart that 
night, foꝛ manp dapes beloꝛe, one ok their companie 
called Botello, who pꝛeſumed to haue god ſ kil in the Art 
of Pigromancie, did declare vnto them, that ik they would 
de part from Mexico at acertaine houre appopnted, that 
then they ſhould eſcape, oꝛ elle not: but Whether they gaue 
credite to his ſapings oꝛ no, they fully determined to de⸗ 
part that night, and like vnto politicke and god Souldi⸗ 
ers, they pꝛepared a bꝛidge of tymber to carrie with 
them „ fo pale ouer the arches where bzidges had bene. 
This is molt certaine, they were all pꝛiuie and agreed 
to the departure, and nol as ſome report, that Cortez fea 
awap, leaving aboue two bundzeth Spanpardes in the 
pouſe, who kne we nothing of his departure, and were 
after wardes all ſlaine, lacrificed, and eaten in Mexico, 
fo: out of the Cittie hee could not haue departed fo ſe⸗ 
tretely, but it ſhoulde haue come to their eares: howe 
muche moze out of one boule, where they were all to⸗ 


ither. 

Gages called lohn de Guzman his Chamberlain,come 
maunding him to open the Hall where the treaſure was, 
and called all the officers and others, to {ee the diſtributi⸗ 
on ok the fame. Firſt the Rings poꝛtion was deducted, 
and hee gaue a Hozſe of his owne, and men to carrie it: 
and fog. the remainder, he willed cuery man to take what 
he listed, ſoꝛ he gaue it franckly vnto them. The fonloiers 
sopicg “aie come with Naruaez, enow ferued Cortes, were 
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ſomebohat hungry of treaſure, ſo that they toke as much 
golde and other riches, ae they might pollibly carry, but it 
coſt them deare, fo2 at their going out of the Citie, with 
the waight ol their heauie burthens, they could neither 
fight, noꝛ vet make hatte on their way, vpon which occaſt⸗ 
on, the Indians caught many of them, and del them by 
the heeles to the laughter houſe of Sacrifice, where they 
were llaine and eaten: vet thoſe that eſcaped, had eache of 


them ſome p2ofite, fo2 that pꝛaie was well woꝛth ſeuen 


bundzeth thouſand Duckets: but being things wzought 
in great perces, they were troubleſome to tarrie, ſo that he 
which carried leaſt, eſcaped beſt. Pet ſome do thinke, that 
there remained in that houſe a great part of the treaſure, 


but it was not ſo, for after our men had taken what they 


Would, then came in the Tlaxcaltecas, and made ſpople of 


All the ret. 


Cortes gaue charge to tertaine of his men, to gard with 
much reſpect, a ſonne and two daughters of Mutezuma,- 
Cacama, and bis bꝛother, and manp sther great Gentle⸗ 
men his pꝛiſoners. . 

He allo appointed other foꝛtie men to carry the bꝛidge 
of kimber, and other Indians to carry the Oꝛdinance, and a 
litle graine of Centli that remaine. | 
The vantguard hee committed to Gonfalo de Sando- 
ual, and Antonio de Quiniones: and the rere guarde hee 
committed to Pedro de Aluarado, and be himſelfe remai⸗ 


ned with a hundꝛelh men, fo vle his diſcretion. In this 


bꝛder and with ged deliberalion, at mignight he departed 


from Mexico in a darke myſt, and ſo quietly, that none of 
the Indians knew thereof, commending themlelues vn⸗ 
to ODD, beleching him in their prayers, to deliuer 
them from that pꝛeſent daunger, and then hee toke the 
way of Tlacopan, being the fame way that he came into 
the Citie. A ee 
The 
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Che firſt arche wherof the bꝛidge was thꝛowne down, 
they palled with the timber bꝛidge which they carted with 
ente) 4 
In this meane time the watche and eſpies which war⸗ 
ded in the biel temples; had deſcried their flight, and bes 
gan to ſounde their inſtruments of warre with a marue⸗ 
lous crie, laping, the p lle, they lie: And ſodeniy with. 
this noyſe, they hauing no armour to put on, noꝛ other im⸗ 
pedimẽt, ioyned an infinit company of them togither, and 
followed with great celeritie, yea and with (ache à heauie 
and terrible noiſe, that all the lake pꝛonounted the Eccho, 
faving, let the curſed and wicked be ſlaine, who bath done 
vnto vs ſuch great hurte. 285 
BVut when Cortes came to plante his bꝛidge bpon the 
fecondarche of the Citie, there mette hima greate come 
pany of Indians to defende the fame, vet with much adoe 
be planted his bꝛidge and palſed thervpon with fine hoꝛſe⸗ 
men and a hundꝛed Spaniardes, and with them pꝛocckded 
thꝛough the Calſey to the maine lande, palling many pee 
rilous places, wherein ſwamme both man and hozſe, for 
the bꝛidge of timber was bꝛoken: this done, he lefte his 
fote menne on the firme lande, vnder the gouernment of 
lohn Xemarillo, and returned back with the fiue hoꝛſmen 
ſoz to fucconr ans helpe the reſidue of his company which 
were behinde. But when he came vnto them, he kound 
ſome fighting with great courage, but many llain. Be lot: 
allo his golde and fardage, his ozdinance and pꝛiſoners, 
pea in fine he ound, a maruellous change and alteration 
of the eſtate he lefte them in, where vpon like a god Caps 
taine he ſhewed his wildome and valour, helping and re⸗ 
couering as many ok his men, as he might, and bought 
them into fafetic. He lefte allo Captaine Aluaradq to ſuc⸗ 
tour the reſt. n Pann weit 
Wut Aluarado with all his power and ſtrength could 
ö An 3, not 
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nok reũiſt the furie of the enemies, wherefoꝛe with the 
Launte in his bande hee beganne to flie, ſceing the great 
ſlaughter of his companie, fo that hee was fozce d to paſſe 
ouer the dead carkaſes, yea, and vpon ſome that were not 
thꝛoughly dead, who made a lamentable, pitifulls and 
doiefull mene, And comming ko the next arche, wyole 
bridge was bꝛoken downe, ol netelſitie he twke his lance, 
and there with leaped (uch a ſpace, that the Indians were 
amazed to fee, foꝛ none of his kellowes tould doe the like, 
although they appꝛoued the enterpꝛile, and were daolo⸗ 
ned fos their labouͥinun . 
Wilhen Cortes late this ſoꝛrowfull ight, he late him 
downe, not to take any reſt foꝛ his wearineſſe, but onip to 
bewaile the dead men, vea, and allo them that were aline 
and in great daunger, and alſo to ponder the vnſledfaſt⸗ 
ne iſe or the cruell foztune in the perdition of fo manic his 
1 ſriends, ſuch great treaſure and loꝛdſhippe, ſo great Cie 
tie and Ringsome, but allo to bewalle the lozrowfull 
eſtate that he himſe lte ſtode in, ling the moſt of his 
men wounded and hurt, and knowing not whither to go, 
fo2 that he was not certaine of the helpe and frient ſhippe 
of Tlaxcallan. Pea and what hard heart, would not haue 
relented to behold the dead bodies, who a little befoꝛe had 
entred that fame way, with (uch magnificall triumph, 
pompe and pleaſure. But vet hauing care of thoſe whom 
he has left on the firme lande, he made halt to Tlacopan. 
This ſoꝛrowfull night, which was the tenth of Julp, in 
An. 1520. were ſlaine about 450. Spaniards, 4000, Indi- 
an friends, and 46. hoꝛſe, pea and as 3 indge) all the pꝛilo⸗ 
ners Which were in his companie. It this miſhap had loꝛ⸗ 
tuned in the day time, poffible ſo many and fo great a nůu⸗ 
ber had not periſhed But where it koꝛtuned by night, the 
noife of the wounded was ſoꝛrowfull, ¢ of the victors hoz 
rible and feareful, The Indians cried bictozy, calling vpon 
so . their 
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their diuelich and ſilthie Gods with top and pleaſure: our 


men being ouercome, curſed their vnloꝛtungte lot, yea the 
hower, and he that bꝛought them thither others cried bie 


to God faz ſuccour, others (aid helpe, belpe,forF ſtande in 


daunger of dzowning. J know not certainly whether mo 


periched in the water oꝛ the lande, hoping to faue thems 


felues by ſwimming and leaping ouer the liutes and bos 
ken places, fo2 they fap that a Spamarde was no fener. 


in the water, but an Indian was bppon his backe. Thep 
haue great derteritie and (kill in iwimming, ſo that cat 
ching any Spaniard in the water they would take him by 5 


the one arm, and carry him whither they plealed, yea and 
wold vnpanch him in the water. Ik thete Indians had not 


occupied theinſelues in taking the ſpople of thoſe that 
were fallen and ſlaine, certainely one Chꝛiſtian had not 
eſcaped that dax. But in fine the greatef number of Spa⸗ 
niards that were killed, were thole that went moll laden 
with gold plate and other ie wels, and thoſe which eſcapad 


were they that caried leaſt burdens, and the fir that with 
noble courage made way topalſe thadugh the dans of 
Indians. 


Pobwe woe map fafely fay, that the couetous delire of 


gold, wwherof thep had plenty, was cauſe of their death, and 
they may aunlwere that they died rich. After that thoſe 


Which had elcaped, were paſt the callep, the 1 ſtaied 


and followed them no further, either for that they conten⸗ 
ted themſelues with that which they had done, oz elle 
they durſt not light in open field: But pꝛincipallpit is 
thanght „ that they abode tomourne and lament foz the 

death of Mutezuma his childzen, not knowing till then 
their ſoꝛro wlull ende. But now ſering the thing pꝛeſent 


befoze their eyes, they wꝛang their hands, and made a pi⸗ 


titul dole and crie, and the rather becauſe they themſelues 
bar Rain the magainſt their wils.

He placed in the vantgard the Indians his frends, e paſſed 
though tertaine tilled ground, and continually fought as 
they went, vntill they came to a high hill, where was a 
tower, and a temple, which is talled our Ladie church at 
this Day, The Indians flue ſome of the Spaniards which 
came in the reregard, andmany of their Indian friends, 
before they could get vp to the top ol the hill. They lok 
much of the gold that has remained, and with great bas 


Fard eſcaped thꝛough the miltitude of Indians with life: 


their hoꝛſes which remained aliue, were foure and twen⸗ 
tie, oho were tired both with trauell and hunger, and the 
Spaniards their maiſters, with the refione could ſtarcely 
ſtirre hand oꝛ fote with wearinedle or lighting, and penu⸗ 
rie of hunger, fo2 all that day and night they cealed not 
krom fight, eating nothing at all. 

In this Temple were reaſonable lodgings, where 


they fortified themſelues as well as they might, and 


danke one to another, but their ſupper was very liender. 
Alter their ſimple feal was ended, they went and be held 
d an 


an infinite number of Indians, which had beſet them alo 
moſt round about, making a maruelſous ſhoute and crie, 
knowing that they were without viduals, Whiche one ly 
is a warre woꝛzſer then to fight with the enemie, They 
made many fiers with the wodde of facrifice, rounde as 
bout the tower and temple, and with this politie, at mid? 
night departed ſecretelp. It happened that they had Tlax- A painful 
calteca to be their guide, who knew wel the wap, aſſuring man. 
to bꝛing them into the iurildickid of Tlaxcallan: with this 
guide they began to iournep. Cortez plated his wounded \ 
men and fardage in the middeſt er his company, thefoule 
piours that were whole and in health, be deuided into the 
bveantgarde ¢ regaro:he could not patic fo fecretly, but that 
they were efpied by the Indian fcoute, tobiche was nerre 
at hand, who gaue aduiſe therof incontinent. Five hozlime 
which went befoze to diſcouer, fell among cerfaine cdpa⸗ 
nies of Indians, Which attended their cõming to robbe the, 
and ſcring the hoꝛſemen, they ſuſpected y the whole arm 
was at hand, whe r vpon they led, vut pet ſceing them few 
in number, oo L ioyned with the other Mexicans, that 
folowed t purſued our men thꝛer leagues; vntil they came 
to a hil where was another temple with a god tower and 
lodging, where they lodged that night without ſupper. 
They de pared in tye mozning from thence , and wente 
thꝛoughacragged ¢ naughtie way, foa great towne the 
enhabitantes whercof were tledde foꝛ feare, fo that they 
abode there two daies to reſt thẽlelues, to cure their men, 
and hoꝛles: allo they ſomwhat cated their hügerp Komaks 
and carried from thence pꝛouiſion, althaugh not much, koꝛ 
they had none to carrie it. And being Departed fro thence, 
manp enemies purſued the & perfecuteo them very loꝛe. 
Vikewile ö guide erred out of bis wap, ¢ at légth came fo 
alittle village of ke w houſes, where they repoled b night. 
In the moꝛning ther pꝛoceꝛded vppon their wap, and the 
e De eee 
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enemies fill purſuing and troubled them ſoꝛe all the day. 
Cortes was woñded with the ſtripe of a ſling, and ther⸗ 
with was in greate daunger of life, fo2 his head fo ranck⸗ 
leb, that ok neceltttie they were forced te take out cers 
taine perces of his (kul, wherbpon he was driven to feke 
a ſolitarie place in the wildernene to ture him, and in 


going khikherwardes, the enimies wounded fiue Spas 
niardes and koure hoꝛſes, tobercof one died, and that was

exten among them fo2a ſumptuous (upper, and pet not 
lufficient fo2 them all, fo2 there was none of them which 
were not dered with hunger. J ſpeake not of their 
woundes and wearinelſe, thinges(ufficient to haue made 
an ende okliſe. But certainelp the Spanitye nation can 
abide moze hunger then any other, and eſpeciallp theſe 
with Cortes did ſhe we the profe. The nexte dap in the 
moꝛning departing from a little Willage, and fearing the 
multitude of enimtes, Cortes commaunded ech hoꝛſeman 
to take a ſicke manne be hinde him, and thole that were 
ſome what ſkronger, to holde by the hoꝛſe tailes and firs 
roppes: he like wife made churches for otherſome to ease 
them, and would not leaue one of his men be hinde him to 
be a pꝛap and {upper fo the Indian enimies. This aduiſe 
was bery pꝛofitable as things fel aut, pra alſo there were 


ſome of them that caried vpon their backe their fellowes, 


and thereby were ſaued. They had notiournied a kuli 


league into a plaine flelde, when there mette them an ins 
fintte number of Indians who tompaſſed thé round about, 
and allaulted our men in ſuch ſoꝛte, (hat they verilpbeleæ⸗ 
ued that day to ende generally their lines, for there were 
many Indians that durſt wꝛaſtell with our men > man to 
man, pea and lapd ſome of them in the duſte, and dꝛewe 
them by the herles, whether it were with the great cous 
rage which they had, oz whether it were with the trauaik,

Wut when the Indians ſawe the ſtandart fal⸗ 

len, they thꝛew their aunciente on the grounde and fied, 
ſcattering them heere and there like men amazed, know⸗ 

ing not whither to fly , fo2 luch is their cuſtome in warre, 

that when they ler the generall flaine’, they forthwith 

leaue the field. Then our weary fonles began to recouer 

hart and ſtrength, and the hoꝛſemen kollowed the to their ot 
great annoyance and flaughte r. It was credibly repoꝛted, 1225 
that there were that day in field. 200000. Indians. And the .,o000, 
fielde where this battaile was fought is called Otumpan: Indians. 
there was neuer a moze notable facte done in India, nop. 
greater victoꝛꝝ ſince the firſt difcouery of the lame. And 

as manpe Spaniardes as fatve Hernando Cortes fighte 

that dap, did holde opinion, that neuer one man did moꝛe 

greater feates in armes, and that he only was the! meane 

in bis owe perfon to laue and deliuer them all.

+ Kter this bitoay: obtained, cortes with his 

SSESN| company went to lodge ina houſe planted 
(alone, in a plaine greunde, from Whence 
ee appeared the sPountaines of Tlaxcallan, 
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on the other fine they foe in 115 whether they chould 
finde them their kriendes in ſuch a daungerous ſeaſon, fo3 


becauſe the vnkoꝛtunate man that flieth, findeth nothing 


in his fauour, fo2 all thing that he pꝛetendeth, happeneth 


cleane contrary, That night Cortes himſelfe was lcoute, 
not betauſe he was moze whole then his fellowes, but 


like a god Captaine, he dcuided the trauaile and paines e⸗ 


quallp,euen as their hurte and damage was come. 


Being dap, they iournied in plaine and ſtraight wap, / 
directly tothe Mountaines and Pꝛouince of Tlaxcallan, 


ther paſſed by a wert fountain of water, where they well 
rekreſhed themſelues, and after they tame to Huazilipan,a 
to bone of T laxcallan, of. 4ooo, huuſhelds, wher they were 


lovingly recetued, ¢ abundantly proutded fo2 thoee dapes, 
which they abode there releſhing and curing their wear 
bodies. Some of the to tunes men would giue thẽ nothing 
without payment, but the moſte parte did vſe them ver 


gently: Unto this Towne came Maxixca, Xicotencatlh,

Axotecalth, and many other pꝛintipal perſds of Tlaxcal- 
lam, and Huexezinco with. soooo. men of war, who were 


going to Mexico to fuccour the Spaniardes, knowing of

all their miſhappes and flight from Mexico, tame only to 


comfoꝛte them, and in the name ol all their tommunal⸗

He gave them 
moſk heartie thankes fo; their louing offer, curteſte, and 
gad will. Me gaue vnto them ol ſuch Jewels as remap⸗ 
ned, and laid brite them, the time will come , that I chall 
deſire pour helpe againſt the Mexicans, but nsw pꝛeſent? 
I pit is nerdfull to cure my ſicke and waunded men. 
T ͤyhye noble men that were there pꝛeſent, belought him 
to giue them leaue to ſkirmilh with the Indians ol Culhua, 
bio as vet many of them wandered thereabout, Cortes 


graunted their requeſt, and ſent with them ſome ol his 

men, which were iuſtie, and in god health, who pꝛoceꝛded 
foꝛth all togither, and in that iourney Aue many Indian 
enimies, ſo that after this time, the enemies appeared no 
moe. Then with triumph, pleaſure, and victozie, they de⸗ 
_ parted toward the Citic, and dur men followed. It is 
kredibly repoꝛted, that twentie thoufande men and wo⸗ 
men met them by the way with ſundꝛy kinds of meates ;

Whe Captaine of Vera Crax ſent Attic Spaniardg and 
liue Hoꝛlmen foꝛ the ſame, who af their return, were ſlain 
and tatzen pꝛiſoners with all that treaſure, by the men ol 
Culhua, Who had rebelled though the comming of Pam- 
filo de Naruaez, robbing ⁊ ſpoilingſ ſundꝛy dayes. But whe 
Cortes bnderfiad this newes, his idp was kurned to (02s 

ro, not onelp loꝛ the gold and treaſure fo much, as fo2 the 
lege of his men, fearing alfofome other warre 02 bp2e2e 
ts haue bene in the rich towne of Vera Crux, Whereupon 
he ſent a mellenger thither, who returned in tho2t time 
tertikping that all the inhabitauntes there were in god 
health, and alfo all the Comarcans quiet, and without any 
token of alteration, This newes and amwere pleats 
Cortes and all his tompanp, Which deſired to gothither, 
but he would nat permit them, therefore they beganne 
to mur mure and to exclaime, ſaying: what thinketh Cor⸗ 
tes, What meaneth he to do with vs? why will he keep vs 
bere to die an euill death ? what haue wes offended him, 
that he will not let vs goe? we are alreadie full of weari⸗ 
nelle, our bodies are pet full of freth woundes, we haue 
ſpent our bloud, and are now without ſtrength and appas 
rell: we fe our ſelues in a fraunge Countrey, and full 
ofmilery, enuirone d with enemies, yca and without hope 
to come to that high place from whente we fell, pea then 
mighte we be accounted for wozſe then madde men, to 
come into the perilles from wohente wee efcaped ; ‘we. 
meane not now fo ende our lines fo delperatelg, as he 
woulde haue vs, foz with the inſatiable thirſte of bos 
noure and glozie, hee eſteemeth not his life, nepther 
cures, Her doth not like wiſe conſider, that he wanteth 
men, posles, artillerie, and armoure, things {fo necella⸗ 
rie fox the warres, pea, he alſo wanteth viduall, which 
is a thing moſte peincipall ofall ; What tall wee fap, 
but me he erreth, and is deceined in giuing credite ‘

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thefe Tlaxcaltecas, who are like vnto the other nations 
of India, which are light, chaungeable, and louers of new 
things, pea and rather, in effect of troth, they belter loue 
the Culhuacans, then the Spaniſh Nation, pea ¢ although 
they now diſſemble, pet when they ſhall ſe a great army 
of Mexicans come vpon them, they will then deliuer vs 
aliue, to be eaten, and lacrificed, fo2 it is an olde rule, that 
kriendſhip roth not long endure betwirt them that ar e of 
lundꝛy religion, apparell, and (perch. : 

After all theſe complaints and murmurations among 
themſelues, they made a pꝛoteſtation and requeſt, in foam 
as it were in the name of the Ring and all the companie, 
pꝛaping him incontinent fo depart from thence,and to go 
with them to the Towne of Vera Crux, beloze the ene⸗ 
mies might diſturbe their wap and paſlage, and then they 
to remaine both bought and ſolde, and ſhut vp as it were 
in a pꝛiſon: alſo they declared, that in Vera Crux thep 
ſhoulde haue better oppoptunitie to make themlelnes 
ſtrong, ik that he meant to returne againe vpon Mexico, 
oz elſe to take ſhipping, if ſo it ſhould ſœme tonuenient. 

Cortes hearing this requeſt, and determination of bis 
Souldiers, was at his wittes ende, imagining that their 
pretence was, onely to pꝛocure him to goe from thence, 
and afterwardes to rule him at their pleaſures, and being 
à thing cleane contrary to his pꝛetended purpole » beans

eth that be llieth, and remaineth a mocking ſtocke foꝛ all

J doe muche maruell at the greateneſſe of your inuin⸗ 
cible heartes in battell: pou were wont fo be deſirous of 
warres, and nowe that ſuche tuft and laudable warre 
dolh offer it ſelfe pu doe feare and retuſe the fame: ſure 
it is a thing cleane contrary to our nature. Mhat is be 
that will pꝛate of harnes, and neuer weare none? It was 
neuer pet ſene in all this India and new woꝛlo, that any 
ok our nation retired with feare. And woulde vou nowe 
that it ſhould be ſaid, that Cortes and his company fle dde, 
being in ſecuritie, and without perill oꝛ daunger?

4 do nowe meane to fend fo2 our men that ate in Gea 
⁊acoalco ànd Almeria, and ſo we Mall haue a reaſonable 
arme: pea and although the y tome not, wer are ſufficient, 
foz we were fewer in number when firſt we entred into 
this Countrey, hauing no friendes: and likewiſe pou 
knowe weil it is not the number that doth fighte, vut the 
couragious bearte and minde. J haue fene one of pou 
waite i a Whole army, as Ionathas did, pea and many 
among 


the weſtlndia. 
among pou haue had vickoꝛy againt a thoufand , pea ten 
thouſand Indians, as Ring Dauid had againſte the Phi-

liftines. J loke daply for Boles from the Jlandes, and 


other armoure and artillerte we ſhall haue from Vera 


Crux. And as foꝛ vittatles, take pou no care, fo: J will 


pꝛouide you abunvantly, fo2 thevare thingsthat alwaies 


followe the Conqueroures: and as foꝛ theſe Citizens ok 
Tlaxcallan, I binde my felfe that you thal finde them trul⸗ 


fie, lopall, and perpetuall friendes , fo2 fo they haue pꝛo⸗ 
miſed me vppon their ſolemne othes, pea, and il they had 
meante other wile, what better oppoꝛtunitie of time could 
they haue wilhed , then theſe latter dapes, where as we 
lay ficke in their owne beddes and boules, pea ſome of vs 
lame, wounded, and in manner rotten, and they like lo⸗ 
ning friendes haue not only holpen pou, but alſo ſerued 


vou with atligence of ſeruantes, loꝛ they woulde rather 


choſe to be pour ſlaues, then ſubiectes to the Mexicans: 


they hatred is ſuche to them, and their love fo greate to 


vou. And becauſe you (hall fe the troth, J wil now pꝛoue 
them and you, againſte theſe of Tepeacac, who ſlewe of 
late dapes twelue Spaniardes. And ik this tourney haps 
pen euill, then will J follow pour requeſt, and it it pleaſe 
God that it happen well, then will A entreate and pꝛap 
ou to follow my counſell. i 
The Souldiers hearing this comfortable ſpeche, bes 
ganne to lap alide their defire to goe from thence to Vera 
Crux. They aunſwered generally, that they wonlde obey 
his commaundemente , it ſhoulde eme with the pꝛomiſe 
made, touching the ſucceſſe of the victoꝛy in Tepeacac, 
and lightly ſel dome it happeneth, that a Spaniardſaith 
no, when he is required to goe on warfare, fo2 it is holden 
loz a dichonoꝛ and ſhame. W 
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Ortes founde himſelfe at hearts eaſe with this ane 
(ben if was a thing that had much trobled him: 
and vndoubtedly if he had followed his fellowes de⸗ 
maund, he ould neuer haue recouered Mexico as 
gain, and they like wile had bene llain in the way towards 
Vera Crux, foꝛ they had many perillous places to patie, 
Ech one ol them waxed whole of his wounds, ſauing ſome 
Which died fo2 want of loking to in time, leauing their 
woundes filthie & vnbound, as Surgions do affirme, vieh 
alfo their great trauel and weakneſſe. And like wiſe other 
ſome remained lame ¢ halt, which was no fmall grief and 
lolle: but the moſt part retouered health, as J haue decla⸗ 
red. After twentie dayes fully paſt, which they had abode 
in Tlaxcallan, Cortes determined to make war with the 
Indians of Tepeacac, which is a great Towne, and not far 
from thence, fo2 they had llaine twelue Spaniards, which 
tame trom Vera Crux towards Mexico. Aike wiſe they 
were of the league of Culhua, and therfeze were holpen by 
the Mexicans, and did many times great hurt to the inha⸗ 
bitants of Tlaxcallan, as Nicotencatl did teftifie, Cortez 
deſired his loving friend Maxixca,and divers other Orie 
tlemen, to goe with him, who forthwith entred into couns 
fell with the fates c communaltie of the Citie, and there 
determined with generall conſent to giue wnto him foztie 
thoufand fighting men, beſides many Tamemoz, who are 
fofe carriers, to beare the baggage , victuall, and other 
things. With this number of Llaxcaltecas, his olon men 
and hoꝛſes, he went to Tepeacac, requiring them in ſatiſ⸗ 
kadttion of the death of the twelue Chꝛiſtians, that thep 
ſhould now pein themſelues to b bediente ol the Empe⸗ : 
oz, and that berealter neuer moze to reteiue anp Mexica - 
ea a into 
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into their towone oz houſes, neither vet eny ol the Pꝛo⸗ 5 
uinte ol Culhumn. Gre 
The T epeacacs anſſwered, that they had llaine the Spas 
nierds fo2 god and iuſt caufe , which was, that being 
time of warrs they pꝛeſumed to patie thꝛough their coun⸗ 
trey by force, without their will and licence. And allo 
that the Mexicang and Culhuacans were the ir frends and 
ALoꝛds, whome alivayes they would friendly entertaine 
within their towne and houſes, refuting vtterly their ol⸗ 
fer and requeſt, pꝛoteſting to giuc no obedience to whom 
they knew not, withing them therekoꝛe, to returne incon⸗ 
tinent to Tlaxcallan, except they had deſtre to ende their 
„ besrie dave. i | 
Cortes inuited them diuerſe times with peace, and lees 
ing it pꝛeuailed not, he began his wars in earneſt. Their 
enimies like wile with the fauour of the Culhuacans were 
baue and luſtp, and began to ſtoppe and defend their pꝛe⸗ 
tended entrante. And they being many in number, with - 
diuerſe valiant men among them, began to fkirmich fans 
boy times, but at the end they were ouerthꝛowne, and maz 
my llaine, without killing any Spaniard, althaugh manie 
T laxcaltecas were killed that dag. 
The Words and pꝛincipali perfons of Tepeacac feing 
their duerthꝛow, and that their ſtrength could not pres 
naile, vcelded themſelues onto Cortes fo2 vallals of the 
Emperour, with condition to baniſh foz euer their allyed 
friends of Culhua. And that be ſhould puniſh and cozrect 
at his will and pleaſure, all thoſe which were occaſion 
ok the death of the twelue Spaniards. Foz which cauſes 
and obſtinacie, at the firſt Cortes indged by his ſentence, 
that all the Townes which had beene peiuie to the mur⸗ 
der, thoulafoz euer remaine captiues a llaues:others al⸗ 
flrme, that he ouercame them without any condition, and 
toꝛrtited them koz their diſobediente, being Hodomites, 
| Pez .. idola⸗ 
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iolaters and eaters of mans flech, and chiefly fo2 example 
of all others. And in concluſion, they were condemned foꝛ 
flanes, and within twentie dayes that thele wars lalfed, 
be pacified all 5 pꝛouince, which is verie great: he daaue 
from thence the Culhuacans: he thꝛew dotun the idols, and 
the chieleſt perſons obe ped him. And fo2 moze aſſuraunce 
he built there a tolone, naming it Segura de la Frontera: 
he appointed all officers foꝛ the purpoſe, being a towne fis 
tuated in the high way frõ Vera Crux to Mexico, wher⸗ 
by the Cheiſtians and ſkraungers might palſe without 
daunger. In theſe warres lerued like faithfull friendes 

the Indians of Tlaxcallan, Huexozinco and Chololla, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing the like ſeruice e ſuccour againſt Mexico, yea, and 

rather better then woꝛſe. Mlith this vicozie the Spar 
niardes recauered great fame , loꝛ they were thought ta

the Jland of Santo Domingo, foz men, hoꝛſes, armoꝛ, pou⸗ * 
der and other mution, alſo fo2 wollen cloth, linnen, ſhwes, 
and many other things: and wꝛote his letters foꝛ the fame 
fo the licenciat Rodrigo de Figueroa, ¢ to the whole ma⸗ ˖ 
Siſtrates of Chancery, certifying them of all their pocees f 
dings in that country, beſeeching them ok helpe and luccoꝛ, 
bite “and 
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- arid that forthwith to be fentbythe m ellengers. 


This done, he ſent twentie hoꝛſemen, tivo hundze8 
Spaniards, and many Indians brite Zacatami,g Xalaxin- 
co, which were townes fubtedt to the Mexicans, and plas 
ted in the high way to Vera Crux, who had Maine cerfaine 
Spaniardes palling that way. This companie went 
thither, with their accuſtomed pꝛoteſtations, which pꝛe⸗ 
uailed not, where vpon followed fire and ſpople, many 
Gentlemen and other pꝛintipall perſons came to peeloe 
themfelues to Cortes, moze foꝛ leare than foꝛ ged will, 
trauing pardon foꝛ their offence, pomifing allo not to 


pffend againe, tog yet at any time to take armour ar 


gainſt the Spaniards. Cortes pardoned them, and then bis 


: arimie returned, with determination fo kepe his Choitte 


malle itt Tlaxcallan, which was within twelue dayes fol⸗ 


. lowing. Be left a Captaine with thre ſcoze Spantards 


in the new towae ot Segura, to keepe that pallage, and allo 
to put in feare the Comercans that dwelled thereabout: 
he lent befo2e his whole armie, and hee himſelke wenk 
with twentie hoꝛſemen from thence to Coliman, to lodge 


there that night, being a Citie of his allied friends, and

ol pilch, loꝛ in that countrey the Indians knew not what it 
ment, be commaunded certaine of his mariners to make 
the ſame in the high mountains where was ſtoze of Pine ae 
tres, and not 0 from the Citie.

ding as be deũred, foꝛ to haue pꝛouided himſell of things 
needefull: pet a Captaine whiche was taken pꝛiſoner in 
Huacacholla, certified 5̊ Cuetlauac i090 of Iztacpalapan, 
Neue we to Mute zuma, was elected Emperour after his 


Uncles death, who was a {wife and valiant man, and her 


it was that had deiut᷑ Cortes out of Mexico, whd now had 

foxtifico Mexico with many bulwarkes and caues, and 
with manp and ſundꝛp ſoꝛtes of weapons, but chiefly bes 
rp long Lances, pea and planted them in the grounde to 


elite and moleſt the hoꝛlemen. Be pꝛoclaimed pardon 
and fre libertie, vitgout paying any tribute fo2 the ſpace 


of one whole pere, pea and further as long as the warres 
hound laſt, he pꝛomiſed alio great re wardes ta all them 
that choulde kill any Chꝛiſtian.oꝛ expulſe them from that 


aS Countrey. This wasa policie whereby he gatte muche 
tredit among his ballals, yea and gaue them greate cous 


rage to plap the valiant men. All this ne wes was found 


to be true, fauing onely Cuetlauac was dead. And that 


Quahutimocein, neue w alſo as ſome do ſap, of Mutezuma, 
raygned at that time, who was a valiant man and a gad 
Warrier, as Hereafter ſhalbe declared, who ſente his mele 
ſengers thꝛough cut his Empire, proclaiming as greate 
rewardes as Cuetlauac had done befoze, declaring vnto 
them, that it was moze reaſon to ſerue him then ſtraun⸗ 
gers, and alſo to defende theyꝛ olde aͤuncient Religion, 
aud not to credite fuche Chziſtians as woulde make

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khemſelues Loꝛds okother mens gods, pea, t make them 


flaues and captines as they had done in other places. Qua- 


hutimoc encouraged much his ſubiects, and kindled with 


bis talke their wath againſt the Spaniardes: pet there 
were fome pꝛouintes that gaue no eare to his infozmatie 
on, but rather leaned to our five, 02 elſe medled with neps 
ther ſide. Cortes fering the effect of the matter, determi⸗ 
ned foꝛthwith to begin the warres: he muttered his men

nenge not the death of dur deere fellowes. The chiefe and 
incipal caufe-of our comming into this rountrey,was ta 


it forth the faith of Jeſu heit ¢ therwithal doth follow 
Honour and pofit which ſeldome times do dwel togither. 
In thoſe fewe daies that we were in Mexico, we put 


Downe the idols, we cauſed ſacrifice and cating of mans 


fleche to ber lapde afioe , and allo in thole dayes wer bee 
ganne fo convert ſome fo the faith. It is not therefore 
nowe realon fo leaue of fo laudable an enterpꝛiſe, fo 
Well begunne. Let vs nowe goe thither bolp faith doth 
call vs, and ‘bere the finnes ol our enimies deſerueth 


fo great a punichment, and ik ver well remember, the Ci⸗ 


tizens of that citie were nat content to murder ſuch an in⸗ 


finite number ol men, women g childꝛen betoze the idols,

they thinking that pet foꝛwardes it was not ſo, pꝛocteded 


foꝛth as well as they might, till at length the let with 


great hugie trees was (uch, ÿ they could paſſe no further, 
and with this ne wes were foꝛced to returne, tertiſping 

Cortes that the hozſemen tould not paſſe that wap in any 
wile. Cortes demaunded ol them, whether they had ſerne 
any people, they anſwered no, wherevpon he pꝛocceded 
kuward with all the hozſemen, anda thoufand fotemen, 
commaunding all the reſidue of his armie to wise 
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fo llaine ot late dapes. The 


his firſt entry, he ſawe neither women noꝛ childꝛen, bee 


i ſuſpected femme freaton, and koꝛthwith pꝛoclaimed, vppon 


paine ol death, that none of his men ſhould go out. The 
Spaniardes began fo kriumph in their lodgings c cham⸗ 
bers, placing every thing i in god oꝛder. In the euening 
they went vp into the Zoties anv galleries, to beholde the 


i Citie, which is as bigge as Mexico, and there they ſawe 


the greate number of Cittizens that lledde from thence 
with their ſtuffe, ſome towardes the mountaines, and o⸗ 


thers to the water fide to take boate, a thing ſtraunge, fo 


fe the great halte and ſtirre to pꝛouide fo2 themſelues, 
at the leaſt there were twentie thoufand like boates(cal⸗ 


led Conoas) occupied, in carrying houlhold ſtuffe and pate 


: ſengers. Cortez would faine haue remedied it, but that 


night was ſo nigh at hand, that hee could not. Be would 
gladip alſo haue appꝛehended the Loꝛd, but he was one 
Of the firſt that fledde vnto Mexico. Cortes cauſed many ot 
the Cittizens, to be called befoze him, and hauing in his 
company a yong gentle man of a noble houſe in that couns 
tre, who was alfo laſt chaiſtned, and had to name Hernan- 
do Cortez, being his godfather, Who loued him well, ſaid 
vnto the citizens, that this new Chꝛiſtian loꝛd, Don Her- 
nando,’ was fon vnto Zezaualpincintli their louing Lozd, 
twherefoze be required them to make him their king, con⸗ 
ſidering that Coacnacoyocin „was fled vnto the enemies, 
laping allo before them his wicked fact in killing of Cacu- 
za his one bꝛother, only to put him from his inheritance 
and kingdom, thꝛough the enticement ol Quahutimoccin, 
a moztall enemy to the Spantards. In this ſoꝛt was Don 
Hemando elected king, and the fame therol being blowne 
abꝛoade, many Cittizens repaired home againe to vilite 
their new Pꝛince, fo that in ſhoꝛt ſpace the Citie was as 
bake repleniſhed With e it was befoze, and 1 a 
Nr allo 
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ae with many other the Indian kriends. And becauſe that at

alfo well bfen at the Spaniards 2 they ſerued them E 


diligently in all things that they were commaunded, And 
Don Hernando abode euer after a faithful friend vnto the 
Spaniards, and in ſhoꝛt time learned the Spanith tong: 
and fon alter came the inhabitants of Quahutichan, Hua- 
axuta and Auntenco, fo ſubmit themſelues, crauing pare 
don, ik in any thing they had offended. Cortes pardoned 
them, and gaue them licence to depart home bnto their 
poules. 
Quahutimoc, Coacnaceijo, and other magiſtrates of 
Culhua {ent fo raple vpon thoſe fotunes,fo2 peeloing thems 
ſelues to the Chꝛiſtians, but they laide holde vppon the 
meſſengers, and bꝛonght them vnto Cortez, of whome he 
enfozmed himſelfe of the ſtate of Mexico, and ſent them 
backe againe, requiring their Loꝛds of peace and kriend⸗ 


ſhip: Sarnen not, ‘fog they were fully armed fog 


the arre, 

At this inſtant tertaine friendes of Tames Velafques 
went bp and downe the Campe, procuring (ceretly a mu⸗ 
tenie among the ſouldiers, to haue them to returne to Cu- 
ba, and vtterly to deſtroy Cortes his pꝛoce dings. This 
thing was not fo ſecretly wꝛought, but that Cortez had 
knowledge, whereupon he appzehended the doers therof, 
and by their tonkeſſions the matter did plainely sppeare, 
whereupon he condemned to death one Antonio de Vil- 
lafania, who was naturall of Samora, and foꝛthwith res 
cuted the lentence, where with the wanne and 1 
nie was ended and cealed, 19 90 
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. reputation, and many tones as well 
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ynts his kriendchip eabedierce.cctiths 


made Ring, came certain Gentlemen 

TE es el Huaxuta and Quahutichan, to terti⸗ 
ii bnto him, bow all the power of the 
Mixicans was comming towards them, and fo know ifit 


were bis pleaſure, that they Mould carrie their wiues, 
childzen, and other gods into the Pountaines, o2 elſe to 


being them where hee was, there leare was ſo great. 
Cortes made vnto them this ant Were, ſaping: be pe of god 

tcourage, and feare pe not. Allo J pay vou to tommaunde 
‘pour Wines and families to make no alteratid, but rather 
quietly t to abide in vour houſeg. And concerning the eni⸗ 
mies, Jam glad ok their comming, fo2 ve fhall {ee how J 
Will deale with them, But the enimies wente not ta 
Huaxuta, a8 it was thought: neuerthelelle Cortes hauing 
intelligence where they were , Wente out to encounter 
them, with two pieces of Oꝛdinaunce, twelue hozſemen 
‘and. two hundꝛed Spaniardes, wich many Indians of 


Tlaxcallan. He fought With the eneritie,and lle w but few, 


foz they fledde to the water. De burnt certaine tolovnes 
where the Mexicans were wonte to ſuctour themſelues. 
The next dax came the chiekeſt men of theer townes to 
raue pardon, and to befiech him not to deſtroy them, pꝛo⸗ 
many neuer to harbaur! noꝛ luccour, any of Cullua⸗- 
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Hel the parts of Culhua as others, came 


Alintwo daes that Don Hernando was 
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The Mexicans hearing a theſe totes men pꝛe⸗ 


tended » with greate ire made a foule correction among 


them, as did appeare by many of them, which came onto 
Cortes with broken heads, deliring reuengement. 
The inhabitants of Chalco, ſent alſo vnto him fo2 {ues 


cour, declaring that the Manca made great ſpople as 


mong them. But Cortes being ready to fend fo2 his Uer⸗ 
gantines, could not relieue them all, and eſpeciallp with 
Spaniards: ‘wherefore he re mitted them to the helpe of | 
the Tlaxcaltecas, and vnto them of Huexocinco, Chololla, 
Huacachella and other friends, pꝛomiſing that fhoztly he 
would come himſelfe. But this anſwere pleaſed him not, 
pet for the pꝛeſent nede, they required his letters to bee 
wꝛitten vnto thoſe townes. And being in this communi⸗ 


kation, there came meflengers frö T laxcallan, with news, 


that the Uergantines were readie, and to know ik he fod 
in nerds of any ſuccsur, fez of late, (quoth they) we haue 
ſtene many beacons, and fiers , which are greater tokens 
of warre, then heretoloꝛe bath bene ſeene. 
There came at that time, a Spaniard allo from Vets 
Geen with certaine newes, that there had arriued a chip, 
Which had bꝛought thirtie Souldiers beides the Marri⸗ 
ners of the ſhippe, with eight hoꝛſes, great ſtoꝛe of pou⸗ 
der, hotte, Crocdebolws, and Parquebuthes, The pleslant 
ne wes reioyted much our men, whereuppon (ortes ene 
fo2thiwith to Tlaxcallan foa the Wergantines,Gonzalo c 
Sandoual, with two hundzeth Spaniardes, and fifterne 
hoꝛſemen, and commaunded that in their way tbeychould 
burne and deſtroy the towne where the loztie fine. Space 
niards, and thee hundꝛeth T laxcaltecas wers flaine, with 
ftue hozſes moe „when. Mexico Was lat beſieged:and that 
vilage is in the iuriſdictton of Tezcuco,and boꝛdereth bps 
5 torritozy of Tlaxcallan, pra, and fo2 that purpole be 
spi glanly skola con ‘eke and ad the e 
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che vveſe india 309 if 
gf Tezcuco, but time then permitted not the fame, . | 
though they had deſerued moze punichmẽt then b others. 
Foz why? in their tobone they were ſatriſiced and eaten, 
pea, and the wals painted with their blood, chewing moze⸗ s 
ouer perfit tokens, how it was Spaniards blood. They ne 
pluckt off alſo the hoꝛſes ſkinnes, and fanned them in the 
haire, and after wards hung them vp, with the hozſeſhwes 
intheir great temple, and next vnto them the Spaniards 
garments, foꝛ à perpetuall memoꝛie. . . 
Sandoval went vnts that place with determinate intent 
to kollow bis commiſſion, and allo befoze he came to the 
plate, he found twzitte in a houle with a cole, thele wozds: 
Here in this houſe was a prifoner the vnfortunat Iohn Iuſt 
ho was a Gentleman; and one of the fue reer 
were taken. But the people of that town, being many, fled 
when they ſaw the Spaniar des appꝛoch neere vnto them. 
But Sandoual followed them, and fue manic okthem: 
he toke allo pꝛiſoners mann women and childzen, who 
peelded themſelues vnto his mercy, and their bodies fo2 
ſlaues. He (ering fo little reſiſtante, and be holding the pt „„ 
tikull mone of the wiues fo2 their hulbandes, and the chile tee 
dꝛen fog their fathers, had compattion on them, and would 
nat deſtroy their towne, but rather cauſed the dwellers 
to come again, and pardoned them, with oath, that here⸗ 
alter they ſhoulde ferue them truety, and ber vnto them 
loyall friends. In this ſoꝛt was the death ofthe Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans reuenged „ pet Sandoual afked them hawe they 
flue fo manie Thꝛiſtians without refiffaunce , marie

thouſand men carried vpon their backes, 
There came alſo for their ſafeconduct twentie thous 
ſande men ol warre, and a thouſand Tamemez , who 
were the carriers ok bittailes, and ſeruaunts. Then the 
5 Spanich Carpenters ſapde vnto Sandouall „that fo2 as 
much as they were nowe tome into the Countrep ot ene 
mies, it might pleaſe him to haue regard there vnto, foꝛ 
dangers that might happen: he allowed well their iudge⸗ 
ment. lege 2 1 ate 1 
Mobo Chichimecatetl, being a pꝛintipal man, and a va. 
Iant alſo, was captaine ofa thouland men, and deſired tod 
haue the vauntguard with the Tymber, and hauing has 
the fame charge hitherlo > t€ ſhould bee an aͤffrent fo2 
bim, to bee put from it, and gaue manic reaſons in his 
behalfe. But notwithſtanding his requeſt, he was en 
treated to take the reregard. And that Tutipil and Teu- 
tecatl captaines, verie pꝛincipall gentlemen, chould haue 
khe vauntgart, with ten thoulande men. In the middeſt 
were placed the Tamemez, and thoſe that carried the 
kopſt, with all the apparell of the Uergantines. VBeloꝛe 
thoſe two captaines, went a hundzed Spaniardes, and

This pꝛouinte deſireth 
to f@ and know Captain Cortes, foꝛ to render themſelues 
vnto him, and note they fanvin neve ol our nation, 
inherefoze it map pleaſe pou to fend onto vs thirty Spats 
iardes. N e Bek 
Cortes, aunſwered the letter in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he then 
pꝛeſently conlde not ſende the thing desired, fo2 that he 
was readie to the ſiege of Mexico: notwithſtanding hee 
gaue them great thankee, with hope choꝛtlie to fe them. 
He that wꝛitte the former letter „bas one of the Span⸗ 
lardes that Cortes hadde ſente to the pꝛouince of Chinan· 
ta, à pere paſte, to enquire ok the fecretes of that plate, 
and to fecke foꝛ gold and other commedities. And ik it ſo 
happened, that the Lozde of that place made that Span⸗

Indians, command ing him to campe in Tlacopan, Unto 


Criftoual de Olid the ſeconde Captaine, he gaue the and 
thirtie Hoꝛſemen, and a hundꝛed and eighterne fwtemen 
of the mpanich nation, two pærces ol oꝛdinance, and thir⸗ 
tie thouſand Indians, and appointed him fo pitch his camp 
in Culhuacan. To Gonſalo de Sadoual who was the third 
Captaine, he gaue thre and twentie Bozſemen, and 160, 
fotemen, two perces ol: Oꝛdinance, and 40000. Indians, 

with commiſſon to chwſe a place to pitch his Campe. 

In euery Uergantine he planted a peece of oꝛdinãce, ſixe 
bargabuthes,o2 croſſebowes, and 13, Spaniards, men moſt 
fitleſt fo2 that purpoſe. De appointed alſo Captaines foz 
eache, and himſelke for general, whereof tame of the chie⸗ 

fet of his companie began to murmure that wente by 
lande, thinking that they had ben in greater daunger, 
whereloze they required him to goe with the maine bat⸗ 
tell. and not by water. Cortes little efteemen their wozds, 
fo2 although it is moꝛe daunger in the water then in the 
land, pet it did moze impopte to haue greater care in the 


warres by water, then on the land, becauſe his men had 


‘bene in the one, and not in the other. . . 

On the tenth of Map, Aluarado, and Criftoual de Olid 
departed, and went that night to a Downe called Acol- 
mam, where was betwerne them greate diſcoꝛde touching 
their lodgings, pea and ik Cortes had not ſente to take bp 
‘the matter, much mifchiefe had enſued. The nexte dap 
they lodged in Xolotepec, which was not inhabited. The 
thir de dape they came onto Tlacopan; which was alia as 


ali the Townes of the lake , without people, there thes 


were lodged in the Lozdes houſe ofthe Towne. 
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Che Tlaxcaltecas began to vie Mexico by theralfey, 
and fought with seit enimies, vntil the nighte made the 
to teaſſe.

On the thirtenth of May, Criſtoual de Olid came to 
Chapultepéc., and bꝛake the conduites offiweete Water, 
fwherbyd Mexico was deſtitute of the ſame, being the cos 
duit p did pꝛouide all the Citie. Pedro de Aluarado with 
his company pꝛocured to amende all the bꝛoken places 
of thecalfey, that the hoꝛſemen might haue fre paflage, 
and hauing muche to do in theſe affaires, he ſpente thee 

dapes, and fighting with many enimies, ſome of his men 
were hurt, and many Indian friendes ſlaine.Aluarado as 
bode in Tlacopan with his army, and Criſtoual de Olic 
retired to Culhuacan with his mé, accoꝛding to the inſtuc⸗ 
tion receiued from Cortez, and loztified themſelues in 
the Loꝛdes houſes ofthe Towne, and euery dape ſkir⸗ 

miſhed with the enimies, and ſome went to the Townes 
nerre at hande, and bꝛought Centli, fruite, and other pꝛo⸗ 

uiſion. In this bufinetle they occupied thẽſelues a whole

his Counſell and ſubiects ſo determined to war, he com⸗

ſiege, commaunding him to goe forth and to encounter 
them without feare, fo he {would helpe them, and kil his 
enimies. Mith this an( wer of the diuil, Quahutimoc com⸗ 
maunded kozthwith to bꝛeake dotone the bꝛidges, Watch 
the Citie, make bulwarkes, and to arme fine thoulande 
poates, and ſaide vnto the Spantardes, that the Goddes 
woulde ber pleaſed with the facrifice of their bodies, the 


Snakes filled with their blod, and the Tigres relieuegd 
with their fleſh , they laide alfo to the Indians ot Tlaxcal- 
lan, ah ve Cuckold knaues, llaues t traitozs fo pour gods, 


and king, will vou not repe nt the wickedneſſe which ver 
haue committed agapnſt pour maiſters, therefoze fall 
pou nowe die an euill death, koz either vou Malt die With 
hunger, oꝛ elle vpon the knife :and then will we eat pour 
fief)’, and make thereot a lolemne banquet, as the like 


hath here tokoze neuer been ſcene, and in token the e 
V ake 
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take thefe armes and legges which we thꝛowe onto pon 
of your ofene men, which we haue now ſacrificed koz the 
obtaining of victoꝛie. And alter theſe warres wer will 
go vnto pour Contrep, and ſpoile vour tone, and leaue 
no memoꝛie of pour bloud oꝛ generation.

tecas laughed at their madde falke, and ſapd, that it ſhouls 


be belter foꝛ them to perlde, and fubmitte themſelues to

Cortes bis mercy,and if not, pet it were moze honoꝛable to 
Hight then to bꝛagge, willing them to come out into the 
field. And bas them alluredly belæue, that the ende of all 
their knauerie was at hand: it was a wozld to beare and 
fx the bꝛagges and crakes on both ſides. Cortes hearing 


ol all thele matters, tent Sandoual to take Iztacpalapan, 


‘An’ he embarked himſelle to me te him at that place. 
Dandoual combatted the tolone on the one ſide. and the 
folunes men and people with feare kledde vnto Mexico, 
on the other ſide by water: be burned the towne. Cortes 
came at that time to aſtrong rocke like a tower, ſituated 
in the water, where many men of Culhua were, wholes — 
ing them appꝛoch with their Wergantines, let their bea⸗ 
ces on ütre, and thꝛew downe vpon them ſkones and thot 
of their arrowes. Cortes went a ſhoꝛe with a hundꝛeth 
and fiftie men, and combatted the Fort, till at length bee 
wanne the battlement, which was the Idians bef de⸗ 
fence, and with much adoe her came to the top, and there 
fought vntill he had not left one aliue, ſauing women and 


childꝛen. It was a fapꝛe victoꝛie, although fiue and 


kwentie Spaniards were hurt and wounded, pet the fort 
was ſtrong, and the ouerthꝛow a great diſcouraging of

At this infant were ſo many beakons and other fires 
sade rounde about the lake, and vpon the hilles, that all 
feemeda light fre. And allo the Mexicans hearing that 
the Gergantines were comming, they came out —

boates, with fine hundzeth Gentlemen which came to 
fe {uch ne we kinde of Ueſlelles, and to pꝛoue what they 


boere, being a thing of fo great a kame. Cortes embar⸗ 


ked himſelfe with the ſpoile ol the koꝛt, and commaunded 
his men to abioe all togither foꝛ the better reſiſtante, and 


becaule the enemies ſhould thinke that they feared, wher⸗ 


vppon they might without any god oꝛder give the onſes 
vpon the Cheittians,and fo to fal ſuddeniꝑ into the ſnare. 
Wut it followed, that when they came within wot ol the 


Spaniards: Oꝛdinaunce, they ſtaped abiding moe coms | 


panie, but in ſhoꝛt (pace there came fo many Canoas, that 
it ſeemed a wonder to bebalee + They made ſuch a ters 
rible noiſe with their voices, dzummes, Onaile Helles, 
and other like iuſtruments of Warre, that they could not 
heare one another 8 with ſuch great crakes and bꝛagges, 
a thep had done in time patt. 
And being both parties in a readinelle to kight, there 
ee ſuch a poupe winde fo the Uergantines Which 
came from the ſhoꝛe, that it med maruellous. Cortes thẽ 
pꝛapſing God, commaunded all his captaines to giue the 
onſet alkogithers, f not to ceaſſe vntil the enemies ſhould 

be dziuen to retire into Mexico, fo2 that it was the plea⸗ 

{ure of God to ſende vnto them that pꝛoſperous winde in 

foken of bictozte, This talke ended, they beganne fo let 
ppon the ene mie, who ſering the Gergantines come witß 
fuch luckie wind, pea e ſuch a fight as the like vnto them 
had not beene ſeꝛne, they beganne to flie with ſuch great 
haſte, that they lpolled, bꝛake, and ſunke many of them, 
and ſuch as kde to defende themſelues were Baine, 
ſo that this battaile was ſone ended. Thep purſued 
them two leagues, ontill they hadde locked them vp 
in the water Brestes of Mexico, and take many Loꝛdes 
and Gentlemen pꝛiloners. And the key of all thete wars 
sentient. this: ea dur men remained iop 1 55 
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the whole lake, and (he enemie with great feare and lolle: 


they had not bene fo fone ſpoyled, but that there were fo 
manp ol them, who diſturbed one another. But when 


a Aluarado, and Criſtoual de Olid, ſaw the foꝛtunat (uccefte 
_ Of Cortes bp water, they entred the tawſey with their ars 


mie, and toke certaine bꝛidges and bulwarks, and dꝛaue 
the Indians from them, with all their foꝛce and ſtrength. 
But with the helpe of the Uergantines which came to 
them, the Indians were dꝛiuen to runne a whoie league 
vpon the cawſe y, and where they found the cawſey broke, 
thep pꝛocured to leape ouer, and fo fell into the midſt. 


Cortes proceeded foꝛwards, and finding no Canoas, hee 


landed vpd the cawſey that commeth from Iztacpalapan, 
With khirtie men, and combatted two towers of idolles 


which were walled with wall of lime and fone: it was 
the fame place wher Mute zuma reteiued Cortes He wan 


thofe towers in ſhoꝛt time, althongh they were defended 
with all politbilitie:be vnſhipped thee perces of zdinance 
foicoure the cawſey, which was full of enemies: at the 
fir lt ſhot, he did great hurt among them, ¢ being the night 
al hand e, they feaſed on both foes foꝛ that dap. And al⸗ 


though Cortes had determined otherwiſe with his Cap⸗ 


taines, pet he aboade there that night, and ſent to the 
campe of Gonſalo de Sandaual, foꝛ poder and fiftie men, 
with halle the companie of Indians of Culhuacan. 


How Cortes beſieged Mexico. 


e night of Cortes his abiding there, was 
pberillous, foꝛ he had not aboue a hundzeth 
: men in bis companie, and about midnight

In the moꝛning tame vnto Cortez from Criftoualde 
Olid, eight hoꝛlmen, and foure (core fotemen, The Mexi- 
cans combatted the Towers, where Cortes was lodged, 
who incontinent came forth and dꝛaue them alõg the cals 
dev, vntil be had wonne another bꝛidge E a bulwarke, and 
made a great ſpoile among them, with the oꝛdinaunte and 
hoꝛſemt᷑, purſtung them ta the vtmoſt houles of the Citie: 
and becauſe manꝝ ot the Canoas which were on the other 
fide of the Calfep galled Cortes and his menne, he bzake 
downe fo murhe of the calſey, that he might well palle 

ſome af his Mergantines to the otherſide, the which with 
few encounters ſhutte vp the Canoas on that fide, within 
the fuccour of Mexico; and in this wiſe he remained Loꝛd 
dbuer bothe the lakes. 

The next day Sandaual departed from Iztacpalapon tos 
ward Culhuacan, and in this way he toke and ſpoiled a lit⸗ 
tle Citie that ſtandeth in the lake, betauſe they came out 

ia reſiſt him. Cortes ſente vnto him two Uergantines to 
_ patle bis men where the calfey was bꝛoken. Sandoual left 
his tompanp with Criſtoual de Olid; & Wet to Cortes with 
tenne hoꝛſemen, and when he came he found him in fight 
with the enemies, and he alighting from bis hozſe, an In⸗ 
dian perſed him thꝛongh the fte with a dart. Pang Spar 
niardes were hurte that day, but their grieſe was well 
reuenged, koꝛ from that dap fozwarde the Indians tou⸗ 
rage was muche abated. Mith the paines, labour; and 
victozp, alreadie obtained, Cortes might now at eaſe pitch 
his tampe at his owne pleaſure where he wonlde, and al⸗ 

‘fo pꝛouide his army of viuuals: fire: dapes he ceaſed not 

ſkirmiching and the Uergantines like wiſe found out 

channels that they might goe rounde aboute the Citie,

of the Temple, and made them trult to their fete. Wat 
when Corte ſawe his men come flying, hee cauled them 
to returne and to ſhe we face vnto the enemie, declaring 
vnts them how ſhamefull a thing it was to flies But ſes⸗ 
ing the ſtrength and multitude of their enemies, they had 


ns other remedie but oncly to retire to the greate market 
place, yea ¢ from thence alſo they were expelled, and loſt a 


perce of their Oꝛdinante. But being now in this extre⸗ 
mitie, there came thꝛeꝛ hozſemen who played the valiant 
men, and made wap thꝛough the troupe of enemies, whs 
at the ſight or the hoꝛſes began to fie, and our men to kol⸗ 
low with ſuch heart and courage, that in ſhoꝛt time they 


wanne the great Temple againe : then came other fixe. 


bozſemen who ioyned with the other thꝛer, and lay in am⸗ 


buſh, where ther lle w 30.Mexicins. The dap being not b 
n rre 
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fare ſpent, and the night at hand, Cortez commanded his 
army fo retire, and they obeying his commandement, had 
not fo fone turned their backes, but an infinite number of 
enemies were at their herles, who if it had not bene foꝛ the 
bozſemen, bad flaine many Spanvards, for then came Ops 
on them like rauening dogs without any feare, pet with 


the {uccour of the hoꝛlemen, the enemy was put againe to 


flight, and our men burned many houſes, to auopd at their 
next comming the daunger of ones which were thꝛowne 


from their toppes. The other Captaines, who were San⸗

as naked as they were bozne , and with their une raſoꝛs 
opened them in the bzeattes, and pluckt aut their hartes

Theſe thin § anicoutraged lame pros 
uintes to fake Arindur agapnſt Cortes , being his allied 
kriends, as Malualco, And Cuixce: Chis newes was fone 
a blewne abjeate intomany Pꝛouintes, where vppon eur 
nien feares rebellion. among their newe: friends, pea and 
mutinie in their tone campe, bat it plesſed God that 1¢ 
Kell out otherwie. The next dax Cortes came dut again e 
tolight, ta ſhe woe fate to the enemies, but he turned again 
ee ie mac daun aneegtkak ae.

he Bpaniards like wiſe highly commended the fact,

Li bbe Mexicans imagined that the cauſe was cotvarbise,ttis 


firmitie, 02 want of vittailes: uhere vpon one dape at the 
ſunne rifing, they fet vpon A luarado his Campe, which 
being eſpied by the watch, they began to crie, arme, arme, 
who came forth as well fotemen as hoꝛſemen, and put thé 
to klight, at inbich retire many of ß Mexicans were dꝛow⸗ 

ned, and others fore hurt and waunded. Then laid the 

Mexicans , that thep defired ta talke with Cortes, Who 
came vnto a dꝛawe bidge to knowe what they woulde 


haue, vnto whom ſamtime they laid, that peace was their 


requeſt, and other times thep demaunded truce, but Gnals 
Ip required that the Spaniards ſhoulde depart krom that 


Countrev. All this policie was but to fcele what ſtrengthy 


and courage our menne had, ans to haue truce foꝛ a certain 
time, loꝛ to pꝛouide them of ſuch necellaries as they wan⸗ 
‘ted, for their determinate purpoſe was, to die in the de⸗ 
ente of their countrey and religion. Cortes aunlwered, 
that truce was not conuenient foꝛ either partie, but peace 
was laucable at al times, the which for his part, althougg 
he hadde beſceged the Citic, chould not be denied: {heres 


lone he willed them to wey his plentiful eſtate of vittails, 
and their owne nerde and necellitie ofthe lame. They 5 


being in this communication with their interpꝛeters, ap⸗ 
pęeared an aunctient olde man on the top ok the bulwarke, 
who in the lighte ol them all, pluckt bꝛead out of his fats 
Ichell peece by pece, and began to eate, giuing them to bine 
derſtand, that they Fade in no neve ot kvittalles and ſo 
made an ende ok their talke. 
The eae of this Citie ſeæmed a long time to Cortes, 
b -fop in nere fiftie apes that he had begun the fame, vet 
could not he bung bisdefire to palſe, pea and much mares 
uelled, that the enimies could endure fo log a ſeaſon with 
däply ckirmiſhing and alſo bow they reluſed peace and

their extremitie ſhould be ſo great, that they ſhould eate 
one another: their anſwere was, that firſt the Spaniards 
ſhould taſte of the fame cup, fo that khꝛeatning entreaſed 
their courages and occupied themſelues in car ping ſtones 


to the Market place, and many other ſkrectes, to ſtoppe the 


wap againt the Hoꝛſes and their maiſters. 8 


Cortes, although it græꝛeued him to deſtrop totally fo 
beautifull a Citie, vet he determined to bing all the hou⸗- 
ſes ol the ſtreꝛtes that be ould winne, to be equall with 


the ground, and to Lop with them the Chanels of water. 
Me communed the matter with his Captaines, who liked 
well of his intent, although it was a troubleſome thing. 
He alſo aduertiſed the Gentlemen Indians his friends ol 
his de termination, who highly commended his deuice. 


Cortes ſe ing the to wardnelſe of all his army, he cal⸗ 


led and pꝛepared all his labourers, with their ptkeares 


and Houels, lo that in thefe affaires, and in letting bis 
men in god oꝛder, he ſpent loure dayes and then he began 
to combat the freete, which goeth directly to the Parket 


plate, then fainedly the Citizens deſtred peace. Cortes ſtai⸗ 
ed and alked fo2 their Ring: theyanſwered, that they had 


fent fo2 him, whereupon Cortes tarrico an houre, and then 


they began to reutle him, and to thꝛow ſtones, and ſhot at 
him, The Spaniards teeing this, gaue the onſet, and wan 
afogt, and came into the chiełe place of the Citie. They 


kleanſed the ſtreetes ot the ſtones which they had laide to 


diſturbe their pallage, and ſlopped fo bp the water ſtreete 
in that place, in ſuch wile, that neuer akter it was ope⸗ 


the welt India. 
the entrante into the Citie an open plaine high way, and 
then retired to their Campe. Alſo fire daxes arow they did 
the like, without receining any hurt, lauing the laſt day 
two hoꝛſes were hurt. as 


Tho next dap Cortes laid an ambulh with fillie Hoztl⸗ 


men, and tent befoze him the Uergantines, but he himlelk 
with thirtie hoꝛſemen, abode in certaine great houſes in 


the Market place. They fought that day in many plates 


~ ofthe citie, and at the retire, one thot off a handgun, which 


was the token that thoſe which layin ambuſh ſhuld came 


forth. The enemies followed our men, that ſeemed to fice 
with maruellous courage. But they were not fo fone pale 
ſed the ſnare, when Cortes came forth with bis thirtie 
hoꝛſemen, ſaving, Upon them, vpon them: By this onely 
meane were llaine aboue fiue hundꝛed Mexicans, beſides 
the pꝛiſoners. e 
Pur Indian friends had a god (upper that night with 


mans lleſh, which as vet they would not be perſwaded ta 
leaue. Certaine Spaniards went vp into a Tower of Fe 


pols; and there opened a ſe pulchze, where they found fine 
hundꝛeth Calllines in golde: With this ouerthzowe the 
Me xicans remained in (uch feare, that all their thꝛeate⸗ 
nings and tryumphs were turned into mourning: and 
alter when they ſawe our men retire, they would not fels 
low them, fearing the like daunger, fo that this was a

It was no ſwner dap, but manpe poze folke 
tame out to ſœke fo2 fore’, ent whtn Cortez had intelli⸗ 
gente thereof, he made a greate laughter among them, 

f whereas at that time of vnarmed men, women, and chil⸗ 
Acruellfact den, were laine to the number ok eight hundzed:and the 
of Corun. Jergantines on their five made another {poile, The piti⸗ 

ful noiſe being heard into the Citie, the Citizenes were a⸗ 
ſtoined, and knew not what to doe, fearing the like am⸗ 
bulhe that they had (cone and fealt the day before, and alſo 
wondered, that at ſuch an houre not accuſtomed, the Spa⸗ 
niardes were lo nigh. The nextday following, being 
D. James his euen, Cortez entred againe into the Citie, 
accoꝛding as he had done before, and wanne the rete 
of Tlacopan, where he burned the riche and faire eur ~

Within foure dapes after, Cortes entred the Citie aa 


gain, and alfo Aluarado on his ſide, who to ſhe w his haul⸗ 
tie ſtomack, laboured all that was poſſible to get two Hos 
wers of the Temple of Tlatelulco,the which at the length 
be wan, although he loft thee hoꝛſes in the combat. 
The next dap following, the hoꝛſemen walked by and 


downe in the greate Market place at plealure, the puze 


Mexicans beholding that fozrotoful fight fro their houles. 
And as the Spaniards went walking in the Cittie, they 


founde heapes of dead bodies in the houſes, freetes, and An extreame

in the water: thep found alſo the barke of tres and rotes penurie 


gnawen by the hungrie creatures, and the men fo leane 


and peilow, that it was a pitifull ght to beholde. Cortes a, 


vet againe required them fo veelde, and they although 
they were ſo leane ol bodie, were frong in heart, and an⸗ 
ſwered that he ſhould not ſpeake of any friendſhippe, noꝛ 
vet hope ok their ſpople, foꝛ when no fortune would fae 
udure them, then thep woulde either burne their trea⸗ 
ſure, oꝛ thꝛobe it into the lake, where they khould neuer 
pꝛofite therebp, and that they would fight while one alone 
ſhould remaine ative. At Cortes his next entry into the 
2 be kunde the ſtreetes full of women, chilozen, olde

riſhing for twunfoffede. 


Cortes commanded that none of his army choulde doe 


any hurt vnto ſuch miferable creatures. The pꝛincipall 
folke who were whole and ſound, they Move in their Zo⸗ 


ties oz boule tops, without weapon, and clothed in man ⸗ 


tels. It was thought that they kept a certaine holp dap, 
peace was againe offered, but they aunſwered with didie 
mulation. The next day following Cortes required Al- 
uarado on his five to combat a ſtræte of 1000. houſes that 
was not vet won, and that he would do the like on the oe 
therfine:fo2 a little ſpace the Citizens defended thẽle lues, 


but their defence endured not, but were deinen to flie, ve⸗ 
ing not able to reſiſt the fopce of their contraries. So 


that the Spaniſh armie wanne alſo that ſtrerte, and nue 
12000. Citizens, the murther was ſo great becaule the 


Indian friends would he no mercy oꝛ compalſion vpon 
them, although they were required to the cõtrarp. So that 
now the Mexicans hauing loft this ſtrerte alſo, the houſes 


that were not beaten down could ſcarcelp hold the people 
that were aline, the ſtrertes allo being ſokull of dead cars 
Kalles and ficke bodies, that our men could not palle, but 
mull nerdes tread vpon them. Cortes deſirdus to ſe twhat 


remained of the Citie to win, went vp into a high tower, 
und hauing well vewed the Citie, he iudged that ofetght — 


parts one remained pet to win. And next dap following 
he alſaulted the fame, with ſpeciall commandement giuen 
to his armp, not to kill any but onelp ſuch as ſhould reſiſt. 

The lozowfull Citizens bewailing their vnkoꝛtunate 


fate and deſtinp, beſought the Spaniards to make an end, 


and to kill them all out of hande. Then certaine of the 
hoꝛſmen called (ortes in great halt, who went vnto them 
incontinent, hoping of ſome agreement ok peace:and ſtan⸗ 


ding at the beimme of the water nere vnta a dꝛawe

(cut that Gentleman, and tertaine Spaniardes bekoze 

bim. Whe Indian quarde of that Crete receined him with 

the hanoꝛ which brite luch a noble man did appertaine. Be 

proceden fo ward toward the king, & being teme where 

he was he Declared vnto him his embaltage. hen Qua- An euill re- 
hutimoc had heard his kale, he was lo moued with ire and ward. 
choler, that forth with he commanded him to be ſacrificed, 
and gaue the Spaniards fo their aunlwere blowes With 
ſtones Haves and arrowes, ſaping alle that they de fred 
death; and no peace, and fought fo foutly that dap, that 
they flue many ol our men, and one hazſe.

The next bay Cortes entred the Citie againe, but he 83 
fought not, hoping then that they would ſubmitte thems eh.

ted, faping, that now within a ſhoꝛt ſpate he could make 

an ende of their finall deſtruction, but pet of mere com⸗ 
paſſion he wiched it not, loꝛ the loue which he bare vnto 
them, lo that they woulde in time render themlelues: 
‘oberefoze(queth he) eutreat ye the king to dae the ſame, 

and in fo doing pe ſhall be well vled, and haue vittailes 
ſufficient. The Gentlemen hearing theſe woꝛds, fell on 

wer ping, and anſwered, that now they knew well their 
errour, and felt their loſſe and deſtruction, netwithſtan⸗ 

ding ther were bound to obe y their king and Gods. But 
vet(quoth thev)abide a while, and we wil certifie Quahu- 


their Loꝛd would come and talke with him in the market 
piace. With this anlwere Cortes returned to his campe, 
and thought at their meting to conclude an honcurable 
peace. Soagaint the next day he cauſed a Canapie and 
chaire of eſtate to be ſet in the market place, atcoꝛding to 
the Mexican bfe, and alſo à dinner to be prepared, The 


dap following came Cortes at the houre appointed, with 


inanp of bis men armed, but the king tame not: neuerthe⸗ 
lelſe he ſent fiue noble men to treate of the matter, excu⸗ 
fing the king aying he was not well at eaſe. Cortes wel 
tomed thole Gentlemen, and was glad of their comming, 
hoping there by to conclude and make ſome gad ende. 
Am when they had dined and well refreſhed their hun 
rie bodies, Cortes gaue them vittuals, and deſired them 
to returne agatne to to the Ring, and to declare vnto him 
that without his pretence the concluſion coulie not bee

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ertaine They went and returned againe within tw 
phbuoures, and bzought vnto Cortes tertaine mãtels made of 
gotten wall, very gane well Uzcugbt, with andtwere that 
the king wauld not come in any wiſe, bath ſoz ſhame and 
feare. And the next day thele meſſengers came again, ſar⸗ 
ing that the king wauld come to the place appointed. But 
pet he came not, although Cortes attended his comming 
moze then foure houres, who {ring the mockerp,be foꝛth⸗ 
with lente Sanddual with his Mergantines one wap, and 
he himſelfe went another, cambatting the haules k flottes 
that vet remained, where he lounde malt reſiſtaunce, ſa 
that he might doe what he pleaſed. There was that dar 
Aaine and taken pꝛiſoners aboue. 40000 perſons, and then 
be retired to his campe. The lamentable crie and mour⸗ 
ning ol the women and childzen waulde haue made a ſto⸗ 
ny hart relent, the ſteneh allo of the dead bodies was wõ⸗ 
derlull noiſome. That night Cortes purpoſed to make an 
end the next pay of the wars, and Quahutimoc pꝛetended 
to lie, and foʒ that purpoſe had enbarqued himſelle in a 
~ Canoa of tivétie oꝛcs. Ahẽ the day appeared, Cortes with 
bis men, and foure perces of aztinante, came to the coꝛner 
where thole that vet remained were Wut vp, as tattell in 
a pounde. Be gaue oꝛder to Sandoual and Aluarado What 
they ſhould do, which was, to be ready wih their Uergan⸗ 
tines, and to watche the coming out of the Canoas which 
were hidden betwirt certaine houſes, and eſpeciallp to 
haue regard onto the kings perſon and not to hurte him, 
but to take him aliue. We commanded the re ſidue of his 
men to loꝛce the Mexican boatesto gor out , and be bine 
felfe went vp into a Tower, enquiring for the Ring, aus 
there kounde Xthuacoa , gouernour and Captaine genes 
rall ot the Citie ; who woulde in no wile perlde himſelke⸗ 
Then came out of the Citie a greate multitude of olde 
kolkes, men, women and childzẽ, tu take boate . Che thꝛõg 
n „ was 
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was ſo great with bak to enter 1 Canoas, that 
that meanes were dꝛolvned in the lake. Cortes 12 * 
his men not to kill thoſe milerable creatures: But pet he 
tould not ſtay the Indians his friends, who flue ¢ ſacriſiced 
aboue fiftene: thoufand. Alter this, there was a great rus 
moꝛ among the common people, that the king wauld fic, 
making a piteous mone, and ſaying that they ſoꝛrowtuli 
creatures knew not whither to go: But pet pꝛocuring ta 
go into the Canoas, which were fo full that there was no 
roume fo2 them, by reaſon thereof many were dꝛowned. 

The men of warre ftwd in the boule toppes and zoties 5 
bebolding their perdition. All the nobilitie of Mexico 
were embarked with the King. Then Cortes gaue ſigne 
with the Hot of a handgun, that his Captaines ſhould be 
ina readineſſe, ſo that in ſhoꝛt {pace they wanne fully and 
Wholp the great citie ol Mexico. The Mergantines like⸗ 
wiſe bꝛake in among the flerte ol boates, without any rea. 
ſiſtance, and euer one ſought where he might beſt ſuccour 
bimfelfe,the Royall Standart was beaten downe. Garcia Le 
Holguin, who was Captaine of a Uergantine, had eſpied 
à great Canoa of twentie oꝛes deæpe, laden with men. And 

one of his pꝛiſoners ſaide vnto him, that the king went in 
that great canoa. Holguin being glad of the newes, gaue 
chale to that Canoa and ouettoke him. In his foꝛeſhip he 
had ther Croſſebowe men, And when Quahutimoc who 
td on the puppe ol the Canoa readie to light, fale thoſe 
bowes ready bent, and many dꝛawen lwozdes, he veelded 
himſelle detlaring that he was the king. Garcia Holguin 
being a glad man of his pꝛiſoner, toe and carried him vn. 
to Cortes, tubo receiued him reuerentip. Mhen Quahuti- 
moc came neare vnto him, he laide his hand vpon Cortes 
his dagger, ſaping, J haue done all my poſlibilitie to dee 
fend me and mine, actozding ta my dutie, hoping nat to 
haue come to this eſtate ¢ place where now A hand: And 
conſiderin & 
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confidering that pou max da with me what vou pleate , 3 
i” be leech you to kill me, and that is my only requeſt. Cortes 


tcttcomfoꝛted him with faire woꝛds, giuing him bope of life 


and ſenioꝛp, andtoke him vp into a sotie, requiring him 
to commaund his ſubiects to pel and render themſelues: 
he obe ved bis requeſt, At that time there was abont thee 
ſcoꝛe and ten thouland perſons, who in ſceing their Printe, 
thzew downe their weapons, and ſubmitted themlelues.

1521, in remembꝛance whereof, and 
ol the great victoꝛp, euery veare on that day they make a 
ſumptuous feat and ſolemne pꝛoceſſion, wherein is carri⸗ 
ed the Standart ropall, with the which the Cittie was 
wonne. The liege endured thꝛer moneths, and had theres . 
in 200000. Indians, 900, Spaniards, 80. hozſes, 17. ptces 
of Ozdinance, 1j Uergantines,and 6000. Canaos. In this 
liege were Maine Attic Spaniards and fire hoꝛſes, and na 
great number of the Indians their friendes. There was 
Aaine on the contrary fee a hundzeth thoutand, and ſome 
affirime many moe: but 3 peak not of them that died wich 
hunger and peſtilen fe. 
ae At the defence of the citie were all the nobilitic, by Seas. 
bon whereof manp were daine. The multitnde of people 
was great, who eate litle,dzanke fault water, and ſlept 
among the dead bodies, where was a bozrible ſtenche: 
bon theſe cauſes the diſeaſe of peſtilente fell among them 
and thereof died an infinite number. Where vpon is ko be

But at the 
latte they woulde haue lubmitted them, and then their 
king Quahutimoc woulde not, becauſe at the beginning 
they retuſed his will and counſell, and alſo with their gee 
nerall deaths, ſhould appeare no toward iſe, for they kept 
the dead bodies in their houſes to kerpe that ſecrete from 
theyꝛ enimies. Meere allo is to be noted, that although 


the Mexicans cate mans lleſhe, pet they eate none of their 


alone Citie o2 kriendes, as ſome doe thinke: fo2 if they 
bad, there woulde not fo many haue died with hunger. 
The Mexican woman were highly commended, not only 


betauſe they aboade with their hulbandes and Fathers, 
but alſo fog the greate paines they toke with the cke 
and wounded perlons, vea and alſo they labsured in mas 


king llings, cutting Hones fitte fog the fame , and thꝛolw⸗ 
ing Cones krom the zoties, koz therein they did as much 
hurte as thein men. The Citie was prelded to the ſpoils,

D geyp built kaire dockes coueres ouer with arches foz the 
UVergantines, whereas (foꝛ a perpetuall memoꝛie) all the 
thirteene Uergantines do remaine vntill this day, Whey 
damned vp the ſtrertes or water, where now faire hous 
ſes and, fo that Mexico is not as it was wont fo be, pea 
and ũnce the pers of 1524. the lake decreaſeth, and ſome⸗ 
time kalteth out a vapour ok ſtench, but other wiſe it is 
a Whollome and temperate dwelling, by realon of the 
Mountaines that ſtandeth raund about it, and well pꝛo⸗ 
ulded through the fertillitie of the Countrey , and conte 
moditie of b lake, ſo that now is Mexico one of the grea⸗ 
tell Cities in the woꝛld, and the moſt noble in all India, 
as well in arines as politie. here are at the leaſt two 
ftthouſande Citizens, that haue each of them his hozle in 
his fable, with riche furniture foꝛ them. There is alco 
great contracttation, and all ſoztes of occupations. Alto 
a monep houſe, where money is dailp copned: a fayze 
ſchwle which the Mizeroy Don Antonio de Mendoſa cau⸗ 
ſed ts be made.

Nunio de Guſman was appointed pꝛe⸗ f 
ident and gouerndur, with other foure Licenciates foz 
Judges to attampanie him. Me departed toward Mexico, 
Anno.

in his regiment and office, with the Litenciate Iohn Or- 
ttt, fo2 the other that Judges died by the way. Cortez bes 
ing nowwe abſent, and vppon his tourney towarde Spaine, 
this newe Judge made a terrible refitence and condem⸗ 

nation again him, and commaunded all his godes to 
be ſalde by eut-thoappe , foꝛ a great deale leſſe then his 
gudes were worth, and in his abfence they called him by 
Pꝛoclamation: but it he had berne there prefent, his lile 
has bene in danger, although face to face Come reſpect is 
had, and it is an oꝛdinarie rule that the Judge ſheweth ri⸗ 
gour againſt him that is abſent. This hatred was not 
only againſt Cortes, but alſo againſt his friendes, foꝛ hes 
appꝛehended Pedro de Aluerado, who was newly come 

from Spaine, betauſe he {patie in the faudur of Cortes, lays 
ing to his charge the rebellion ol Mexico, When Naruaes 
i was there. He alſo appꝛehended Alonſo de Eſtrada, and

Theſe and 
manp other impolſible things the newe king did lweare 
to perfoꝛme: and then he gaue thankes ta the high patett, 
and tommended himlelk to the Goddes, and to the lokers 


on, and they who bꝛought him vp in the fame oꝛder, cae. 


rieth him downe againe. Then all the people tried, the 
Guddes pꝛeſerue the new king, and that he map raigne 
many pe ares in health with al his people. But then ſome 
began to dance, other to play on their inſtruments, che w⸗ 
ing outwardlp their inward ioves of heart. And before 
the king came to Che fete of the Geppes,all the noble men 
tame to palde their obedience, and in token ol louing and 
kaithfull ſubiectes, they pꝛeſented ‘ponte him feathers, 
fringe of fnaile Helles, Coilers, and other Jewelles of 
golde and üluer, allo mantels painted with death, ¢ bare 
him company vnto a great ball within the rompalle okthe 
temple, and there left him. The king ſitteth Downe vn⸗ 
der bis clothokeſtate, called Tlacatecco, and in four daies 
depaxteth nat ont ok the tircuite of the temple , the which 
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bheſpendes in prayers; ſatrifice and penaunte, he cates 
tuen bat ante a daß, and euery day he bathes himſelſe, 
and againe in the night in a greate ponte of water, and 
then lettcs himlelfe bloud in his eares, and ſenſeth there⸗ 
Avith the gos of Water, called Tlalocthe like wiſe ſenſeth 
the other wols, onto whome he offereth bꝛead, flowers, 
Papers, and little Canes, died in the bloud of his owne 
tongue, noſe, handes, and other partes ok his body. After 
fle foure vayes expired, then tome all the Noble men to 
beeare him company to his pallaice, with greate triumph 
and pleaſure of all the Citie , but alter his conſectation 
fetve o2 none dare lwke him in the face. Pie io e e 
And nolo with the declaring of the actes and Ceres 


monies that the Mexican Rings are crowned, I ſhall nat 
nerde to rehearſe of other kings, fo2 generally thepali do 
_ Ble Che fame oꝛder, ſauing that other Pztnces goe not me 
ko the toppe ofthe Temple, but abide at the fate of the 
eppes to be croluned, and after their Cozonation ther 
come to Mexico fo their confirmation, and then at their 
rekurne to their countrep, they made many dzunkẽ feats

he Mexicans did beleue that the D ule 
was immozptal, and that they reteiued ei⸗ 
( ther toy 02 paine according to their de⸗ 
ſertes lining inthis woꝛld, vnto which

„ cbteflpeppeare at their burials. They 
helde foz an alſured faith, that there were nine places ap⸗ 
pointed fo2 faules, ¢ the chiefeſt plate of gloʒy to be nere

which were put to death foꝛ offente by oꝛder of Juſtice, as J 
fox robbery and adultery to another: Thole which ſle ws J 
their kathe rs, mothers, wiues oz child ꝛcn, to another place 
by themſelues, alſo thoſe {who lle w their maiſters oꝛ any 
religious perfon went to another place. Whe common 
fozte of people were buried, but Loꝛdes and rich men had 
their bodies burned ¢ their aches buried. In their ſhꝛeuds 
the y had a great difference. foꝛ many de ade bodies were 
parted better apparrelled then when they were on liue. 
Women were hee word after another foat, And he that 
fuffzred death foz adultery, was ſhꝛewded like vnto the 
Godot leachery,calleoT lazoultcutl, be that Was dꝛoloned 
Like vnto the Ged of water named T lacoc,and he that died na 
with dzunkennelle was ſhꝛewded like vnto the God ol 
wine talled Ometochtli. But the ſouldier had an honoꝛa⸗ 
ble chꝛetude like vnto the attpze of Vitzilopucht l, and the 
like ogver in all otyer ſaztes of beatles, 
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bntill hep lawe Whether the king did amend, oz elfe die; 
Vut if he chaunced to die, then woꝛd was ſent thꝛoughout 
all his dominions to bewaile his death, and alſo other 
poſtes were ſent to call the noble men that were bis nigh⸗ 
ef kinſmen, and to warne them within loure dapes ta 
a i come vnto bisburial, 
The dead bodie was laid vpon a faire matte, and was 
watched foure nights, with great lamentation and mou 5 
ning: then the bodie was waſhed, and a locke of haire 
cut from the crowne of his head, which was pꝛeſerued 
asa great relieke, ſaping that therein remained the ree 
membꝛance of his ſoule. This done, a fine Emerald was 3 
put in his mouth, and his bodie ſhꝛowded in (cucntene | 
riche mantles, of colours, both rich and coſtly wzouggt. 
Upon the vpper mantle was ſette the deuiſe oꝛ armes of 
Viteilopuchtli oꝛ Tezcalipuca, 93 fome other Idoll, in 
home the Ring had great confidence in bis life time, 
and in his temple Mould the body be buried. Upon bis face 
they put a viſoz, paynted with koule and Diuellity ie⸗ 
ures, beſette with many Jewelles, pꝛecious ſtones, an? 
pearles. Then they killed his llaue, whoſe office was tod 
light the Lampes, and make fire vnto the Goddes of Wwe 
Paliaice, Cheſe things done, they carried the dead bodie 
vnto the Cemple:ſome followed him with colefall tune, 
others ſung the death ol the King by note, loꝛ Co was the 
dcuſtome. . 
The Moble men and Gentlemen of his houthol car. 
ried Targets Arrowes, Wales, and Enſignee to thꝛowe 
into the fire where the body ſhould be buried in the Gems. 8 
ple. Che high Pꝛieſt and all the Clergie receiued hin at 
the Temple gate, with a ſozrowfull ſong, and alter he: 
had ſaide cortaine woꝛds, the bovie was thꝛowne into a 
feat fire made foꝛ the purpoſe, with all the Jewels that 
dee hab about zim, and all the other things which was 
Mig ! | bought: 
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‘bought to honour the buviall:alfo a dogge netoly lrang⸗ 
led with an Arrowe, which was to guide him his way. 


In the meane while that the king and dogge were 
burning, the J; tells facrificed two hundzed perſons, how⸗ 
beit in this Ceremonie there was no oꝛdinary tare, fo2 


ſometimes they ſacriſited many moe: they were opened 


with a rafour of flinte in the bꝛeaſtes, and their hearts

die was. Thele miſerable perfons being facrificed , and 


theit bodies tyꝛowne into a hole, they beleeued afluredizg

About midnight they departed in the order afozefaive, 
out ok the kings pallace, with great light ef fire bꝛandes, 
and with a heauie nople of trumpets and dꝛummes. The 

Citizens which dwelt where the tozſe palled, attended to 
make cleane the ſtreete. And when they were come to the 
temple, they went foure times rounde about a great fire 
made of the wd of Pine tree, which was prepared to burn 
the de ad bodie: then the beare was laide vppon the fire, 
and in the meane while that the bodie was burning, they 
mawled with aclubbe thole which had the garlandes, and 
alter ward buried them by feure and loure, as they were 


 apparelled behinde the temple. ysl stein x 
The next day in the moꝛning, the athes,bones and Jes 
wels, was gathered e laine vpon a rich mantle, the which 
Was carried to the temple gate, here the pꝛieſts attended 
to bleſſe thofe diuelliſh relickes, wherok they ma e a dowe 
92 paſte/ and thereof an image tobich was apparelled lyke 
à man, with a viſoꝛ on his face, and all ather loꝛts of Je w⸗ 
els that the dead king was wont to weare, fo that it ſer⸗ 
med a gallant idoll. At the fote of the temple ſtaires, theꝝ 
st opened a graue ready made, which was ſquare, large, and 
two fatom beep, it was alfo hanged with new mats round 
about, and a faire bed therin in the which a religious man 
placed the idoll made of aſhes, with his exes te warde the 
Caf part, and bung round about the walles, Targets of 
gold and fiver, with bow and arrowes, and many gallant 
kuffes of feathers, with earthen vellels, as pottes,cithes, 
And platters, ſo that the graue was filled vp with houſe⸗ 
bold ſtuffe, cheſts couered with leather, apparell, ie wels, 
meate, deinke, and armoꝛ. This done, the graue was Hut 
vp, and made fure with beames, bozos, andfloged with

‘caufe iudged by them, it was lawfull fo2 the parties to 
appeale vnto other twelue Judges, who were of the pꝛin⸗ 
tes bloud, and al waves abode in the Court, and were 
maintained at the Rings owne colt and charges. The in⸗ 
feriour Judges tame oꝛdinarilp once euern moneth to cõ⸗ 
ſult with the higher. And in euer v foureſcoꝛe dapes came 
te Judges of euern Pꝛouince within the Mexican Em⸗ 
pire, to confult with the Judges of Mexico, but all doubts 
kult cauſee were reſerued to the King, onely to paſſe br 
his oꝛder and determination. The Painters ferucd oz 
notaries, to paint all the cales which were to be reſolued, 
but nofute paſlev aboue fourefcoze tapes without finall 
end and determination. There were in that citie twelue 
: Dergeants, whoſe office was to urreſt, and to call parties 
pefore the Judges. Their garments we re painted man⸗ 
tels, wherby ther were knowne a farve off. The pꝛiſons 
were vnder greund,mopl end darke, the caule whereok, 
was to put the people in feate to offend.

The lait day of the fürſt moneth is called e 
eck; on the Whiche day were llaine a hundzed flaues, 
which were taken in the warres, and alter the facrifice, 
their fleſh was eaten in this ober. All the Citizens, ga⸗ 
thered themſelues togither in the high Temple, and then 
the Miniſters o Pꝛieſtes came and bled certaine ceres 
monies, the which being ended, they toke thole which 
were to be facrififed by one and one, and lais them vppon 
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their backes vppon a large lone, aud then the ſlaue bt⸗ 


ing on liue, they opened him in the bꝛeaſt, with a knife 
made of flinte ſtone, and foke out his heark, which they 


thꝛew immediatelp at the fote of the Aulter > agar ofle⸗ 


ring, and anointed with the frech bloude, the face of the 


God Vitzilopuchtli, oz any other Adoll. This bone,thep 


pluckt off the ſkinnes ofacertaine number of them, the 
which ſckinnes ſo manypauncient perſons put incontinent 
vppon their naked bodies, all frethe ¢ blondy, as they were 
fleane from the deade carkalſes. And being open in the 
backe part and ſhoulders, they vſed to lace them, in ſuch 

ſoꝛte that they came fitte vppon the bodies of thoſe that 


ware them, and being in this oꝛder attired, they tame 


to daunte among many others. In Mexico the king him 
ſelfe did put on one of theſe C kinnes, being of a pꝛinti⸗ 
pall captiue, and daunced among the other diſguiled 
perſons, to exalte and hone, the feat , and an infinite 
number followed him to behold his terrible ieſture, ais 
though ſome hold opinion that they followed him to con⸗ 
template his greate deudtion. After the facvifice ens 
ded, the owner of the llaues did carry their dodies home 
to their houſes, to make of their fleche a ſolemne fealte 


ko all si kriendes, leauing their heades and fee 5 
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the Pꝛielks, as their dutie and mists And the thinnes 


were filled with cotten woll, oz ſtrawe, to be hung in tbe | 


temple, and kings pallaice, foꝛ a memoꝛie. 
The llaues when they went to their ſatrifice, sere . 
apparelled in the habite oz deuiſe of the Idol vnto whom 
cachof them did commend himſelfe: and mozeouer they 
decked them with keathers, garlandes and floures. Mang 
of theſe feat of people, do gos to the laughter with ioyfull 
countenaunce, dauncing, demaunding almes thꝛough 
the Citie fo2 their facrifice, all the which almes is due 
vnto the pꝛieſtes. When the greene coꝛne was a fte as 
boue the ground, they bled to go vnto a certain hil which 
was appointed fo2 ſuch deuotion and there facrififen two 


childzen, a bop, and a girle of thꝛer verres ol age, to the ha ⸗ 


oz of Tlaloc god ol water, befeeching him therefoze de⸗ 
uoutlpe, to haue al waies a care to pꝛ ouide them water: 
thefe childꝛen were free boꝛne, and therloꝛe theyz hartes 


were not taken out of their bodies, but after that their 
thꝛots were cut, their bodies were wꝛapped in a new mas | 


tel,and then buried in a graue of fone, 


The leaſte of Tozoztli was, hen the fieldes of Taiz i 


were growen two fote high, then a tertaine ſumme of 
merchandiſe was gathered among the dwellers in the 
Towne, wherewith were bought foure little llaues bes 


twirxt the age of fine and ſeuen, and they were like wiſe 


lacrificed to the god Tlaloc,  fo2 continuall ſhoures of 
rapne. And thole dead bodies were Mut vp in a caue ape 


pointed foz the fame purpoſe. The beginning ol this ſa⸗

night they cealed not dauncing without dꝛunkenneſle. 
Kk the beginning of fammer they celebꝛate an other 
feaſt called Tlaxuchimcaco, with all Rinde of Moles and 
ſlw te floures that might be gotten, and thereol they vs 
ſed to make garlandes to fet vpon the Idols heades, and 


ſeofpente all that day in dauncing, And to celebꝛate the 


feat called Tecuilhuitli, al the gentlemen, and pꝛintipall 
perſons of ech pꝛouince, do come vnto the Citie, on the 
euening of the feaſt, and then they apparell a woman 
with the atire of the Gods of fale, who daunced among 
à great companp ok her neighboures. But on the nexte 

dap the was facrificed with all the Ceremonies and ſo⸗ 


lemnitie accuſtomed, and all that day was ſpent in great

The merchants who had a temple by themſelues des 
ditated to the god ol gaines, made their feaſt vppon the 
dap called Miccailhuitl, wherein they lee many flaues 

in facrifice, which they had bought, and banqueted that 
fesaſt with mans lleſh, dauncing all the day. The leall of 
Vchpanigtli they facvificeda woman, and after warde her 
bodpe was flaine, and her ſkinne put vppon an Indians 
backe, who daunted two dayes a row with al the towonſ⸗ 
men, which were apparelled in their beſt attire to ceies 
bꝛate p feaſte. The dap of Hatamutztli the feat is kept in 
Mexico, where they enter into § lake w a greate nůber ol 
Canoas, ł there they dꝛobon a boy €a girle ina little boat, 
which they cauſe to be ſunke, in ſuche forte, that neuer 
after that boat appeareth again: € they hold opinion that

On euerp keſtiual day they went on pꝛorellion with the 
pꝛieſtes. but it was not lawłull fo2 them to pꝛeſume to go 
pppe the ſcaires of tbe temple, no2 vet to fing, Thepli⸗ 
ued on almes, ſoꝛ their kinffolke being rich, did main⸗ 


taine them with almes as a charitable ſernite done vnto 


the Goddes: their ode was boyles flety, and hote bꝛend, 


to the intent that they chould offer thereof to the Goddes, 


hat the v might taſt of the ſmoke of that victual: they v⸗ 
ſed to cate in communitie, and lay altogither in one doz⸗ 


mitozve, as a flocke of ſhepe: they lap alwaies in they2 
clothes, fo2 honeſtie fake , and alſo to be the ſoner ready 
in the moꝛning to ſerue the Gods, ¢ to go to their woꝛke. 


; And vet a know not why they ſhould put off their clothes, — 
kloꝛ they went al moſt naked. On the holy dapes they vſed 


to daunce before the Gods, and fhe that either talked oz 
laughed with anx religious oꝛʒ ſecular perſon, was res 
pꝛehended foꝛ the ame. And ik any ol them committed 
bwhoꝛze dome, then both the man and the womã were ſlain, 
pea they belteued that all ſuche offenders flethe woulde 
rotte and conſume a wap, and efpecially thoſe which had 
loſt their Merginitie in the time ok their religion. So that 
with feare of puniſhmente and inkamie, thep were god 
women all the while that ther aboade there. 
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be Diuell did many times talke with 
the Pꝛieſtes and with other rulers and 
F perticular perſons, but not with all ſoꝛts 
% IJ omen And vnto him to whome the 
„ Diuel had appeared, was offered and pꝛe⸗ 
E kented great gifts, The wicked ſpirit aps 
"peared Onto them in a thouland ſhapes, and fathions, and 
finally hee was conuerlant and familiar among them 
verie often. And the fooles thought it a great wonder, 
khat Gods would be fo familiar with moztall men. Pea 
they not knowing that they were Diuels, and hearing 
bk them many thinges beloze they had happened, gaue c 
great credite and belefe to their tlufions and deceits, 
And becaule he commaunded them, they ſatriſiced fuck 
an intinite number of creatures. Like wiſe, hee ‘nto 
_  Wwhon hee had appeared, carried about him painted, the 
llkeneſſe wherein he chewed himlelfe the rt time, And 
then painted his image vppon their dozes, benches, and 
euerie coꝛner of the houſe. And as he appeared in (une 
dꝛie figures and ſhapes, euen fo they painted him, of infis 
nite faſhions yea and ſome koule, griellie and fearekull to 
beholde, but yet vnto them, it ſermed a thing delectable, 
Do this ignoꝛaunt people giuing credite to the tondem⸗ 
ned ſpirite, were growne euen fo the highelt hill ok cru⸗ 
eltie, vnder the coloz of deudut and religious perſons, pea 
they had ſuch a culkome, that beloꝛe they would cate 02 
deinke, they would take a little guantitie, and offer it vn⸗ 
ko the Sunne and to the earth.
